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Hillary Clinton says Palestinians deserve an independent state 

White House says First Lady’s remarks ‘not the view of the president’

Stepping away from the offi¬ 
cial US position. First Lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton told a 
group of Israeli and Arab youths 
that she supports the eventual 
creation of an independent 
Palestinian state. 

In remarks released yesterday by 
US officials, Clinton saidt “I think 
it will be in the long-term interests 
of the Middle East for Palestine to 
be a state, and for it to be a state 
that is responsible for its citizens' 
well-being a state that has to 


accept the responsibility of .gov¬ 
erning.” 

“1 think that is very important 
for the Palestinian people,, but I 
also think it is very important for 
the broader ^goal of peace in the 
Middle East,*' Clinton added. 

Tlie remarks were made 
Wednesday during a question-and- 
answer session to a gathering of 
75 Arab and Israeli youths in 
Villars, Switzerland. Clinton 
spoke via satellite from 
Washington. 

They prompted measured 
expressions of concern among 
Israeli officials and American 


Jewish leaders, with the latter 
questioning Clinton's timing and 
motives. 

Both the White House and 
State Department denied yester¬ 
day that Clinton was breaking 
new ground in US policy on a 
Palestinian state, saying that she 
was merely expressing her own 
opinion. 

•That view expressed personally 
by the First Lady is not the view of 
the president” and is "not part of 
any kind of calculated strategy," 
White House press secretary Mike 
McCuny told reporters. 

In Jerusalem, Foreign Ministry 


spokesman Aviv Shir-On said he 
had taken beard the disclaimer. 
However, he added: It is impor¬ 
tant for Mrs. Clinton to know that 
many Israelis regard an indepen¬ 
dent Palestinian state as a danger 
to the State of Israel." 

In New York, Malcolm 
Hoenlein, executive vice chairman 
of the Conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish 
Organizations, said that “it is 
unfortunate that Mrs. Clinton’s 
comments came at a sensitive 
stage of the negotiating process. 

“While we appreciate the 
a dm ini strati cm's dissociating itself 


from these comments, they cer¬ 
tainly will raise questions about 
whether this constitutes a shift in 
policy, a tactical decision or an 
off-the-cuff remark that runs 
counter to long-established poli¬ 
cy," he said. 

Mel Salberg, chairman of the 
President's Conference, termed 
Clinton's remark ~ an unfortu¬ 
nate statement at this delicate 
time.” 

“For the First Lady to make this 
kind of statement could have a sig¬ 
nificant impact," Salberg said.

Ze’evi said later he is “full of 
wonderment and admiration for the 
way Netanyahu fended off the con¬ 
certed pressures exerted upon him 
in London. He stood bis ground 
courageously and said what should 
have been stated out loud long ago 
- on matters of Israel's security 
there can be no compromise. 

“This is not a matter for give and 
take but of life and death." Ze’evi 
said. 

“However, we have no idea 
where Netanyahu will lead this 
process from now on. The situa¬ 
tion is very clouded now, and in 
this state of uncertainty we feel it 
is better for Moledet to wait No 
damage will be wrought if we hold 
off for a little while longer." 

Sources in both the Likud and 
Moledet told The Jerusalem Post . 
ihat both sides could nor be happi¬ 
er with the suspension of the nego¬ 
tiations at this juncture. • 

“This is a mutually agreed upon 
arrangement, with Netanyahu and 
[Ze'evi] parting on good terms as 
best of friends to wait for a more 
opportune time," a senior source in. 
the Prime Minister's Office told 
the Posti 

Hie consensus in both parties is 
that since a deal between Netanyahu 
and Ze'evi was not siruck in one fell 
swoop, its is now highly unlikely to 
occur, because opponents both in 
Moledet and the coalition had time 
to organize against ft. 

The situation is particularly Crit¬ 
ical in Moledet, whose second 
MK. Benny Elon, expressed reser¬ 
vations about “voting confidence 
in a government which yields any 
pan of Eretz YisraeL” 

With a possible redeployment in 
the offing, Ze’evi risked not only a 
split with Eton but losing much of 
his power base and the core of 
Moledet’s support. The party 
faithful were not likely to have 
approved joining a government at 
a time when it could be readying 
itself to cede territory.

Netanyahu denied a report in 
Yediot Aharonot yesterday that he 
had agreed to go with Mordechai's 
preferred candidate, Maj.-Geu. 
Shaul Mofaz, but said he would 
reach a decision "in the very near 
future.” 

“I am definitely talking... with 
a number of people and will con¬ 
sult with them. After that I will 
consult with the defense minister. 
He will hear my opinion after I 
finish forming it," he said. He 
said bis intention is to reach 
a gr eement on the appointment 
with Mordechai. 

“One must understand that tins 
process is. a discussion of a very 
important matter. It’s not triviaL

He was speaking with reporters 
after a meeting of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee. 

During the meeting, committee 
chairman. Uzi Landau (Likud) 
reportedly condemned the 
attempted interference by senior 
IDF officers in the appointment 


procedure, calling it "completely 
unacceptable.” 

MK Ori Orr (Labor), a retired 
general, said the appointment of 
the new chief of staff should have 
been made when the retirement 
date of the current CGS, Lt_-Gen. 
Amnon Lipkin-Shahak, was con¬ 
firmed. 

Channel 2 reported that today's 
decisive meeting will take place at 
9 a.m. at Netanyahu's office. 
Sources in the Prime Minister's 
Office could only confirm that 
there would be a meeting. Defense 
Ministry officials said late last 
night that they still hadn’t received 
word if and when a meeting was 
scheduled. . 

Mordechai and "Netanyahu were 
to have met yesterday on the mat¬ 
ter, but for reasons never made 
clear, the session was repeatedly 
delayed, until it was finally can¬ 
celed. 

Netanyahu, who reportedly 
backs Maj.-Gen. Matan Vilna’i, 
did find time to meet yesterday 
evening with Labor Party leader 


and former chief of general staff 
Ehud Barak over the appointment 
No details were available from 
that meeting. 

Yediot Aharonot's political 
reporter Shimon Schiffer said 
Netanyahu had decided to approve 
Mofaz because he does not want a 
confrontation with his defense 
minister. This came after 
Mordechai reportedly told 
Netanyahu that not choosing his 
candidate would be viewed as a 
vote of no-confidence in him. 

Last night. Vilna'i declined to 
answer reporter’s questions on the 
affair. 

“I have nothing to say. 
Everything is written anyway in 
the press. I have nothing to add.” 
he said. “Everything is OK." 

Vilna’i was speaking in Tel Aviv 
to a gathering of handicapped IDF 
veterans,' who gave him a grand 
round of applause when he 
entered. Mordechai was also pre¬ 
sent at the gathering.

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House panel: US can’t spend aid surplus in Israel

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Any extra military aid Israel 
receives from the US may not be 
spent in Israel, according to House 
foreign operations subcommittee 
chairman Sonny Callahan. 

Speaking to The Jerusalem Post, 
Callahan said he has rejected 
Finance Minister • Yaakov 
Neeman’s proposal that. Israel be 
allowed to spend more than 25 
percent of its military assistance 
outside the US. \ . 


He said Neeman understands 
and “saw the difficulty” in creat¬ 
ing an exception to legislation that 
puts a cap on overseas spending of 
US aid. 

Neeman is expected back in 
Jerusalem after failing to conclude 
the -Israel-originated talks in 
Washington, aimed a . phasing out 
Israel’s annual $1.2 billion civilian 
aid over the next decade and 
increasing the $1.8b. defense 
package by a yearly $600 million. 

After talks among Neeman, 
Undersecretary of State for 


Economic Affairs Stuart Eizenstal 
and Assistant Secretary of State 
for Near East Affairs Martin 
Indyk, a joint statement was 
issued saying considerable 
progress bad beat made: 

. "The meeting was productive, 
with both sides agreeing to move 
ahead on a basis of the basic 
framework outlined jn the Israeli 
proposal. Both sides agreed to 
attempt to finalize the discussions 
in order to come to an agreement 
on a multi-year restructuring of 
bilateral US assistance." 


Once again, all panics agreed 
the talks “have no connection 
whatsoever to separate political 
discussions relating to the Middle 
East peace process.” 

Neeman’s backroom team in the 
Treasury, who were party to the 
negotiations with Indyk last week, 
said on Wednesday that at no point 
did the Americans attempt to link 
the sums under discussion or when: 
die military assistance can be spent 
to the geopolitical situation.

US envoy Dennis Ross is to 
arrive today to continue discussions 
with Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu on LIS proposals toward 
a summit in Washington on 
Monday to launch final-status talks 
with the Palestinians. 

Secretary of Slate Madeleine 
Albright spoke with Netanyahu 
from London and agreed to his 
request to dispatch Ross, the State 
Department said. A US official 
said Ross would probably meet 
with Netanyahu before ShabbaL 

“1 don’t know if we’ll get to 
Washington by Monday, because 
there are a lot of issues that are left 
open," Netanyahu told CNN. 

A senior official’s remark that 
Netanyahu “may not go” triggered 
urgent news bulletins around the 
world. Asked whether Netanyahu 
will be going to Washington, for¬ 
eign policy adviser Uzi Arad said, 
"First there are decision-making 
processes which must take place 
and which have not been consum¬ 
mated." 

Arad included Ross in this 
framework, saying “He is an inte¬ 
gral part of this issue.” 

US President Bill Clinton told 
the National Mayors Conference 
in Washington yesterday that Ross 
is going “with my instruction ro 
literally go the extra mile, to seize 
this opportunity for peace, to 
launch the final-status talks. 

“1 do nor want to minimize the 
difficulties. Both sides have to 
make very hard decisions if we’re 
going to keep moving forward. 
Bui the prize is a just and lasting 
and secure peace, and the prize 
can be atiained. We're going to do 
everything we can to make it a 
realitv." 


For the second consecutive day. 
he denied the US has presented 
Israel with an ultimatum to accept 
its redeployment proposal, saying 
that “what we are trying lo do is 
simply to regain the momentum 
that has been lost in die past few 
months.”

James Foley said Albright hopes 
Ross's trip "will see progress that 
can make it possible to hold the 
meeting in Washington based on 
acceptance of the US ideas that we 
presented in London” earlier this 
week. 

"I think the very fact that Prime 
Minister Netanyahu has asked 
Ambassador Ross to return is a 
hopeful sign,” Foley said. Ross 
will not be meeting with Arafat on 
his weekend visit. Foley added. 

In a one-hour call late Wednesday 
with the Conference of Presidents 
of Major American Jewish 
Organizations, meeting in New 
York to discuss the perceived crisis 
in US-Israeli relations, Albright 
reasserted the administration's 
position that it is not presenting 
Jerusalem .with an ultimatum. 

Albright said her meetings with 
Netanyahu in London were the 
best she’s had with him in a long 
time, conference executive direc¬ 
tor Malcolm Hoenlein said. But 
the conference's members 
remain “very confused" by 
Albright's perceived ultimatum 
to Netanyahu, despite her denial 
during the conference call, he 
said.

The gloves were 
donated to the museum by Gabriel Adam, a US publisher who 
lost 186 relatives in the Holocaust.

Off-duty soldier 
drowns in Golan pool

Navy divers yesterday recov¬ 
ered the body of off-duty IDF sol¬ 
dier Andrew Landau. 21. from the 
bottom of a pool in the Naha! 
Yehudiya region of the Golan 
Heights. 

Landau, a resident of Tiberias, 
immigrated to Israel from Russia 
with his father three years ago, 
while his mother and sister 
remained there. 

Landau slipped and fell imo the 
pool while hiking trip in the area 
with his girlfriend, a tourist from 
Russia, on Wednesday evening. 

Searches were conducted 
throughout the evening but were 
called off as darkness. The search¬ 
es resumed yesterday morning, 
and shortly afterwards the body of 
the missing soldier was discov¬ 


ered at the bottom of the eight- 
meter-deep pool. 

His rifle and army equipment 
were found on his body. It is 
believed that the weight" of the 
equipment caused him to sink to 
the bottom of the pool and pre¬ 
vented him from swimming to the 
surface. 

The IDF Spokesman said the 
soldier's family had been 
informed and that the Military 
Police were investigating. 

Il is unclear whether he will be 
buried here or in Russia. 

His mother has asked that his 
body be flown to Russia for bur¬ 
ial. and his father said he would 
not oppose this. 

"Without my son. I have noth¬ 
ing here,” be said, sobbing. "His 
place of burial doesn't matter to 
me." 


PM: US broke security pledge 


Says America cannot unilaterally decide extent of pullback

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu yesterday denied there 
is a crisis with the US but report¬ 
edly told a meeting of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee that by deciding on the 
13.1 percent redeployment figure 
without consulting with Israel, the 
US had broken its promise from 
the Hebron Agreement that Israel 
alone would determine its security 
needs. 

Netanyahu described claims by 
opposition MKs that he is seeking 
a conflict with the US as a means 
of saving the coalition as “ridicu¬ 
lous.” 

"I am looking forward to work¬ 
ing with the president and secre¬ 
tary of state to try to arrive at a 


secure peace for Israel.” he told 
reporters. "That means right now 
an interim settlement leading to the 
beginning of negotiations "on the 
final status, a permanent peace 
between us and the Palestinians. I 
think the assistance of the US. the 
friendship and the partnership with 
it is absolutely important for us. 

"Remember that even among 
friends there can be disagree¬ 
ments, and in this case ir is agreed 
between us as friends that in mat¬ 
ters of security Israel, and Israel 
alone, is the one that can make the 
determinations." Netanyahu said. 

He said he had proven by going 
to the London meeting that he is 
willing to go anywhere for a "Hue 
and secure peace which will not 
collapse after two days." 

He repeated he would not accept

Albright: US may 
reconsider Oslo process

LONDON - The US will recon¬ 
sider the Oslo process if Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
does not accept the American pro¬ 
posals for a redeployment in die 
West Bank and attend’ the 
Washington launch of final-status 
talks next Monday, US Secretary of 
State Madeleine Albright said. 

In an interview with the London- 
based Financial Times, published 
yesterday, Albright, who stayed on 
in London after die end of the talks 
on Tuesday, said dial if Oslo col¬ 
lapsed die US would continue to 
try to broker an agreement. 

But, she said, "we will have to re¬ 
examine the way we go about it 
and take a different tack." 

She refused to elaborate, but the 
paper said it was clear that one 
result would likely be Washington 
publicly blaming Israel for the col¬ 
lapse of the process. 

Albright praised Netanyahu for 
being "very helpful and construc¬ 
tive" during their talks in London 
earlier this week, but she said he 
“needs to persuade [the cabinet] of 


what we are all persuaded — that 
.while Israel’s security is obviously 
for Israel to decide on, a nation is 
inherently more secure if it can get 
along with the people who are liv¬ 
ing cheek by jowl, as well as with 
its other neighbors." 

She also made it clear that she 
saw no excuse for Netanyahu's 
failure to persuade the cabinet 
because of his “pretty strong posi¬ 
tion in die cabinet". 

On security, she said that “there 
are now mechanisms that have 
been put in place... which we 
believe are woricing better - and in 
fact Netanyahu has said they are 
working better. We have stated 
over and over again that 100 per¬ 
cent effort [by the Palestinian 
Police] may not always bring 
100% effect". 

Albright, who refused to formal¬ 
ly detail the terms of the US pro¬ 
posal, said the central issue now 
was the size of the redeployment - 
"a matter of trying to see what is 
do-able" - in order to wrap up the 
interim issues and permit the 
Palestinians to “put flesh on their 
dreams."

Rahme, who announced his resig¬ 
nation last week, says PA Justice 
Minister Freih Abu Medein has dis¬ 
connected his telephone, removed 
his office staff and official car and 
rejected his order for the release of 
a Hamas leader.

“He took my secretary and 
two other workers from me. He sent 
me a message saying that another 
two deputy attomeys-general must 
co-sign my directives." 

^He sent a message to the finance 
minister asking him not to respond 
to my letters to pay die rent of the 
attorney-general’s office and for the 
office furniture. He took one of my 
bodyguards and called the governor 
•of die northern region and asked 
him to take my secretary and driver. 

“I was startled one day to leant 
that my [office] telephone lines 
were not working. When I asked 
why I was told it was on order of 
the minister of justice. He even 
tried to prevent the issuance of 

gasoline for one of my cars." 

Abu Medein could not be reached 
for a response. 

Abu Rahme said he complained 
to PA Chairman Yasser Arafat in 
several letters about Abu Medein's 
behavior but the PA chief did not 
respond. 

ITte attorney-general said he lost 
access to Arafat after Abu Rahme 
ordered the release of 11 Palestinian 
detainees. He said Arafat refused to 
meet him despite 11 requests. 

After two months of waiting, 
Abu Rah me's resignation request 
was accepted by Arafat on May I.

Arab stabbed in Jerusalem 


Police: Mea She’arim attack probably in revenge for Old City murder

As yeshiva students scuffled 
with Wakf (Islamic Trust) offi¬ 
cials yesterday morning over the 
ownership of an Old City house 
they occupied hours after fellow 
student Haim Kerman was mur¬ 
dered. a Palestinian laborer was 
stabbed in the back in the capi¬ 
tal’s Mea She’arim quarter. 

Police forcibly removed the 
Wakf officials for questioning 
before releasing them. Jerusalem 
police chief Cmdr. Yair Yitzhaki 
said that records show the Ateret 
Kohanim Yeshiva had purchased 
the house legally and therefore 
there is no reason to evict the stu¬ 
dents. 

Yesterday the Jerusalem 
Magistrate's Court placed a gag 
order on details of the weapon 
used in yesterday's stabbing of 


Nashad Salah. who was on his 
way to work in the haredi neigh¬ 
borhood when he was attacked. 
Police say this fifth stabbing in 
the same neighborhood in half a 
year, apparently in revenge for 
the Kerman slaying, was com¬ 
mitted by the same person. 

Salah. 38. from the Wadi Joz 
neighborhood, was admitted to 
Hadassah-University Hospital in 
Ein Kerem in satisfactory condi¬ 
tion. 

Yitzhaki said tension is high in 
the capital and there has been an 
escalation of violence. 
"Jerusalem has always suffered 
from national istica I h motivated 
attacks." he said. 

Under heavy police guard, the 
yeshiva students continued to 
renovate the occupied building 
yesterday, as fellow students 
pitched tents on land they said 


belongs to them in the Moslem 
Quarter near Herod's Gate. 

“We want the Palestinians to 
know that, when the> kill one of 
us, our response is not revenge, 
but to show them that they can¬ 
not drive us out.” said Ateret 
Kohanim director Yossi Baumel. 
He said the building was pur¬ 
chased in 1991 by an American 
benefactor. 

Watching the yeshiva students 
pass buckets of rubble, members 
of the Palestinian familv that 
claims ownership of the‘house 
sat on chairs with their backs to 
the building, flanked by neigh¬ 
bors and Moslem clerics. 

“People called us at one 
o'clock in the morning to tell us 
the Jews have gone uTour house. 
This is my house. We have 
papers from 100 years ago.“ said 
Mariam Abdeen. clutching docu¬ 


ments she says prove the house 
belongs to her. Abdeen claimed 
an Arab woman had forged own¬ 
ership of the house and sold it to 
a Tel Aviv lawyer. The family 
moved out of the house last year, 
she said. 

"This is an attack by settlers 
that is just one of many aimed at 
Juduizing the city of Jerusalem. 
This is a den of settlers in a 
Moslem neighborhood and cre¬ 
ates more tension,” said Sheikh 
Mohammed Hussein, director of 
Al-Aksa Mosque. 

In another example of the ten¬ 
sion. early yesterday evening the 
Old City monument set up in 
memory of Gavriel Hirschberg , 
an Ateret Kohanim student who 
was shot to death last November 
in the Moslem Quarter, was 
sprayed with black paint bv van¬ 
dals.

A Palestinian policeman and 
five other Palestinians were still 
in custody last night, a day after a 
raid by security forces on a house 
in the northern Jerusalem neigh¬ 
borhood of Beit Hanina. 

The raid was based on informa¬ 
tion that armed Palestinian police 
were holding a gathering there. 

The majority of those in custody 
were in their twenties and from 
the territories, said Jerusalem 
police spokesman Shmuel Ben- 
Ruby. 

He added that early yesterday 


morning Israeli police found over 
a hundred bullets and two guns 
outside the home. They were sent 
for ballistic tests to determine to 
whom they belonged, he added. 

Palestinians yesterday contested 
police accounts that the raid on 
(he house came after an attempted 
abduction of a border policeman. 
Instead, they said, police in an 
unmarked vehicle blocked a 
Palestinian car and then opened 
fire on it, wounding two passen¬ 
gers. 

Palestinian sources said a sulha 
(reconciliation) was taking place 
in the house at the time of the 
police raid. It was between a fam¬ 


ily from Abu Dis and a family 
from Beit Hanina. they said. 

Jerusalem Police Chief Yair 
Yitzhaki said he found the claims 
of a sulha hard to accept. 

"1 have no problems with sui- 
has, they are something positive,” 
he said. “But i will not allow 
armed Palestinian police to roam 
Jerusalem. It is a clear violation of 
all the rules.” 

He commended the police han¬ 
dling of the raid, while Ben-Ruby 
said the police were following 
their routine procedure of investi¬ 
gating how the forces behaved. 

In Beit Hanina, the owners of 
the home, the Gharabli family. 


called a press conference during 
which the driver, Jamal Awad 
Gharabli, said an unmarked police 
car had blocked him. The family 
is related to Anwar Awad 
Gharabli, the personal aide of 
West Bank Preventive Security 
Head Jibril Rajoub. 

“1 heard them talking in Hebrew 
and one of them asked his col¬ 
leagues to shoot at us," Gharabli 
said. 

“That's what happened, my 
brother Jamil was hit by two bul¬ 
lets and so was my cousin,” he 
said. “After that more forces 
arrived in the area and imposed a 
closure."

Police beefed up security around 
high-ranking Prisons Service and 
government officials yesterday, as 
some 100 police investigators 
were trying to track down the 
killer of Dr. Ya’acov Zigelboim, 
the Prisons Service’s chief med¬ 
ical, education, and rehabilitation 
officer. Zigelboim was killed by a 
bomb rigged to car on Wednesday 
morning. 

Police officials stressed they 
were considering all possible sus¬ 
pects. including followers of cult 
leader Uzi Meshulam, but refused 
to divulge whether progress has 
been made. 

Investigation chief Cradr. Yossi 
Sidbon said on Israel Radio yes¬ 
terday that investigators are seek¬ 
ing to determine whether the 
bomb that killed Zigelboim had 
been set to detonate after he 
dropped his two children off si 
school. He said officials believe 
whoever planted the bomb is a 
professional. 

Meanwhile, high-ranking 
Prisons Service officials are being 
protected by armed guards. 
Nitzana Prison warden Eli 
Gabizon said yesterday he is not 
worried about not arriving safely 
to work, but carefully examined 
his car before leaving home. 

Jerusalem police chief Cmdr. 
Yair Yitzhaki said police permitted 
Meshulam's followers to hold a 
rally in Jerusalem’s Independence 
Park on Tuesday afternoon, where 
they severely criticized the police

Security expert says: 

IDF needs 
sweeping changes

Sweeping changes are needed 
to revamp the IDF and its cadre of 
commanders and soldiers in order 
to confront strategic security 
threats in the future and ongoing 
budgetary constraints, according 
to Prof. Gabriel Ben-Dor, a Haifa 
University security specialist. 

“The IDF is following various 
doctrines and lines of thinking 
which are outmoded because , they 
respond to die realities of yesteryear 
and not those of today and tomor¬ 
row,” said Ben-Dor, director of die 
university's Graduate Program on 
National Security Studies. 

“We need to build the army of 
tomorrow which will not be the 
people's army as we have known 
it," he said. Rather, it should be “a 
highly trained and professional 
army and one without any preten¬ 
sions of being an instrument for 
justice and social change." 

Ben-Dor outlined his recommen¬ 
dations during a three-day confer¬ 
ence at the university entitled 
"Israel: Bom Jubilee to Jubilee."

“More time is needed for train¬ 
ing in the technological era so that 
officers would really make a 
career in the army and would 
serve in it for most of their lives," 
he said. 

According to Ben-Dor, forces 
would also have to be revamped to 
bring the IDF into line with the 
highly professional and efficient 
armies of Western countries, 
including those of the US and 
Western Europe. 

He has proposed radical changes 
that would see some conventional 
forces, including armor, artillery 
and infantry units down-sized, 
while strategic capabilities would 
be upgraded and expanded. 

"We need to expand certain 
parts of the Air Force, missiles 
and anti-missile defense systems, 
pans of the navy and put emphasis 
on building up special forces that 
would be highly mobile and capa¬ 
ble of penetrating the enemy’s 
heartland," said Ben-Dor. 


No matter who is eventually 
chosen as the next chief of gener¬ 
al staff, Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai comes out the loser. 

The choice of the CGS has 
become for him a watershed in his 
relationship with the prime minis¬ 
ter. If he can't chose his own top 
general, then he is nothing but a 
weak clerk.

According to political commenta¬ 
tor Han an Crystal, if Mofaz suc¬ 
ceeds as chief of general staff and 
comes across well in the media, 
then all is forgiven. 

But if Mofaz fails to live up to 
expectations, continues to come 
across poorly in the media and 
stumbles at the helm, then it will 
be Mordechai who will pay the 
price. 

“Everyone knows - die political 
establishment, the IDF and the 
media - that Mordechai’s consid¬ 
eration to chose Mofaz was per¬ 
sonal. It was anti-Vilna’i, who 
beat him out of the post of deputy 
chief of general staff,” Crystal 
said.

Political observers believe 
Netanyahu saw that Mordechai 
had crossed his Rubicon, was 
holding fast for his candidate 
and threatening that a rejection 
of Mofaz was a vote of no-con¬ 
fidence in him. Netanyahu saw

When Mordechai replaced 
Vilna’i with Mofaz, his official 
reason was that he didn’t want to 
have both the chief of general 
staff and his deputy change at the 
same time and that he wanted 
more than one candidate for chief 
of staff. 

* What we have learned from the 
way Mordechai handled the 
choice is that be never had two 
candidates, only Mofaz. 

Mofaz is accompanied by his 
ethnic Iranian immigrant back¬ 
ground. In some ways, appointing 
Mofaz as deputy chief of general 


staff was fulfilling everything 
Mordechai wanted in the IDF but 
couldn't do.

Jewish agency Chairman 
Avraham Burg yesterday accused 
PR firm Ruder Finn of abandoning 
the agency as a client following 
pressure from the Swiss govern¬ 
ment, which is also its cllenL 
The problem arose last week 
when the Agency issued a press 
release in which Burg threatened 

that the World Jewish Restitution 
Organization (WJRO) would initi¬ 
ate class-action suits against Swiss 
banks wherever possible. 

The Jerusalem office of the US- 
based Ruder Finn translated the 
press release and distributed it to 
the international media. 

In response, the Swiss govern¬ 
ment, which had again retained 
the PR firm on April 1, suspended 
its connection with the firm and 
Ruder Finn then suspended its 
work for the agency. 

Burg said he regarded Ruder 
Firm’s actions as a breach of trust 
and warned he intended to initials 
a suit against the firm. 


Ruder Finn's activities. Burg 
said, constituted “dual loyalty." 

According to Sharon Geffen, 
director of the communications 
and marketing group at the Jewish 
agency, the agency knew when 
seeking the services of Ruder Finn 
that it had represented the Swiss 
government in the past and had 
noted this could constitute a con¬ 
flict of interests. 

Bui the PR firm assured the 
agency at the time that it was not 
employed by Swiss interests, she 
said. 

Ruder Finn chairman David 
Finn issued a statement in New 
York in which he noted the firm's 
involvement with Israel and the 
Jewish community and the con¬ 
nection with the Swiss govern¬ 
ment. 

“When the Swiss government 
retained us in April to be of help 
on World War n issues we felt thin 
we could be effective intermedi¬ 
aries and welcomed the opportuni¬ 
ty to do so," Finn said, citine a let¬ 
ter from World Jewish Congress 


secretary-general Israel Singer ;o 
Finn, thanking Finn for his efforts 
with regard to "the Swiss issue." 

Finn described the matter of me 
press release as unfortunate and us 
a departure from the traditional 
"humanitarian’' role of the agency. 

Jeff Kahn, the head of Ruti.-r 
Finn's Jerusalem office, said a 
local staff member who tnuisiat -d 
the press release had not realized it 
was from the WJRO and not tire 
agency, and thus should not ha-e 
been handled by the firm. 

Kahn also said that although t!:e 
firm has been working for t.re 
agency since Februaiy, it still h-s 
no contract and has not vet be.n 
paid for any of the work. * 

Geffen said Burg’s activities l:»r 
restitution of JewFsh wealth were 
undertaken in his capacity :s 
chairman of the agency.

Recently, some prime minister 
apparently admitted that during 
his first I S months in office, he 
didn't know what he was doing. 
{The media had dutifully report¬ 
ed the obvious fact, but had been 
savaged for doing so.) 

Whoever this prime minister 
may be (if the story is not just an 
urban legend), it cer¬ 
tainly cannot be 
Tony Blair, and not 
just because he has¬ 
n’t been in office for 
18 months. This man 
knows what he's 
doing, and the peo¬ 
ple say so. 

In previous polls 
taken after a first year 
in office following a 
change of govern¬ 
ment, the most popu¬ 
lar British prime min¬ 
ister until now was 
jolly old wily Harold 
Wilson, who scored a 
54 percent public approval rating 
in swinging 1965. Under the 
same criteria, Clement A dee rated 
53% in 1946, the bulldog 
Winston Churchill merited 48% 
in 1952, and Maggie (The 
Handbag) Thatcher drummed up 
41% in 1980. 

But now, the contest is over. In 
1998, Cool Britannia is still back¬ 
ing Blair by 72%. It is one year 
since he disemboweled the 
Conservative Party - in that land-. 
slide Labor was 13 percentage 
points ahead of John Major’s 
Tories. Today it is 29% ahead. 

Golden boy 

There is a 90% approval for 
Blair’s Northern Ireland policy 
from all those bloody-minded 
Britons, 83% of whom also 
admire his signing up to the 
European Convention on Human 
Rights. Even more astonishing, 
73% approve of his giving 
Scotland its own parliament 

As to persona] qualities, 93% 
rate Blair as confident and ener¬ 
getic. 81% think he is a strong 
prime minister, 77% consider 
him honest and trustworthy, 71 % 
say “very statesmanlike.” Some 
70% said he gives the impression 
of wanting to please everybody - 
and the pundits say even that 
they mean as a compliment 

Is ihis Britain, or is it Iraq? Is 
this a Saddam Blair in a really 
true and unbiased public opinion 
poll? Are poll-takers returning 
with less than 70% being 
marched off by Labor Ba’ath. fir¬ 
ing squads and shot? 

The British media, who 
become deeply disturbed by any¬ 
thing overtly positive, are show¬ 
ing die strain of all this niceness. 
Desperate political reporters may 
soon regress to talking out of the 
sides of their mouths in bars and 
saying things like “Come on. 
gimme a break, what gives, no 
one buys this baloney.” 

They went wild with delight 
when they discovered that a cab¬ 
inet minister was spending $500 
a roll on special wallpaper to 
redecorate his house. At last - 
scandal, graft, corruption, con¬ 
tempt for the public purse! 

In fact, the house is a historic 


official residence that belongs to 
the nation anyway. 

Paws for pics 

The first big scandal of the Blair 
regime was The AfTair of the CaL 
The otherwise delightful Cherie 
Blair was said to be plotting to get 
rid of the 10 Downing Street cat, 
Humphrey, another 
national treasure. 
Cherie is perfectly 
honest about it - 
she's not a cat per¬ 
son, but has nothing 
persona] against the 
sneeze-inducing flea 
bags. 

ft could have 
brought down an 
older government, 
but turned out to be 
no more than a hon¬ 
eymoon tiff with 
the nation. Cherie 
said of course dear 
Humphrey can slay, 
and even performed the duty 
hug-hug on camera.

Daily Telegraph delightfully 
reported: “Mrs. Blair clearly 
didn't have a clue as to which 
way up the cat was meant to go, 
and both lawyer and moggy 
looked as if they were plugged 
into the (electricity] mains."

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55 dead, 125 missing in Italy mudslide

SARNO (Reuters) - Thousands of 
rescue workers and soldiers yester¬ 
day scoured villages in southern 
Italy in a desperate search for some 
125 people still missing after mud¬ 
slides turned into rivers of death, 
killing at least 55 people. 

The Interior Ministry's civil pro¬ 
tection agency updated the death toll 
yesterday morning to 55 following 
the discovery of more victims burred 
in the flows of mud and rocks that 
took villages in the Campania region 
south of Naples by surprise. 

Many children were feared to be 
among the dead and missing. 

Around 2,000 people have been 
left homeless and have been evacu¬ 
ated to other centers. Initial esti¬ 
mates of damage amounted to 
around 30 trillion lire ($18 billion). 

The mudslides are one of the 
worst natural disasters to hit Italy 
in years and come just months 
after three strong earthquakes 
killed 11 people and left more than 
1,000 people homeless in the cen¬ 
tral region of Umbria. 

“The toll of victims in the 
provinces of Caserta, Avellino and 
Salerno has risen to 55,” an official 
at the civil protection department 
said. “There are around 125 miss¬ 
ing, but the figure cannot be calcu¬ 
lated precisely at the moment” 

Days of torrential rain swept mud 
and topsoil off mountains and hills 
in the areas affected and combined 
to create a fast-flowing wave of 
mud, which some locals have 
described as similar to lava flows. 

Driving rain had stopped and 
warmer weather had returned to 
southern Italy yesterday, which 
may make rescue operations more 
difficult as the mud begins to 
harden. 

Rescue coordinators dispatched 
19 helicopters to fly over the 
region in search of survivors, who 
may have been trapped in isolated 
hamlets after roads were cut off by 
avalanches. 

The rivers of mud that swept 
away cars, trees and boulders hit 


the villages of Sarno, Quindici, 
Bracigliano and Siano hardest 
Sarno has so far suffered the 
highest toll with 32 dead, a 
tragedy bound to affect most fam¬ 
ilies in such a small community. 

Earth movers and trucks were 
brought into Sarno, 30 kilometers 
east of Naples in Salerno province, 
to help clear one of die main roads 
in the village where some houses 
were still swamped in mud and vic¬ 
tims were feared buried. 

Farmers in the area mobilized to 
help in the rescue operation as 
crowds of distraught and weeping 
villagers waited to discover the fete 
of relatives, friends and neighbors. 
Many women had already 


donned black clothes in morning. 

Three generations of the Amat o 
family living in one of the houses 
in the main street were still 
stunned by the disaster. 

“I'm over 70 years old and I 
have never, ever seen anything 
like this before in my life,” one 
member of the Amato family said. 

“How are they ever going id find 
these people who are still miss¬ 
ing?” her daughter asked. 

US President Bill Clinton 
expressed his sorrow over the dis¬ 
aster to Italian Prime Minister 
Romano Prodi, who is on a visit to 
Washington. 

German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl and French President 


Jacques Chirac meeting in the 
French town of Avignon also 
expressed their sympathy in a 
message to Prodi. 

President Oscar Luigi Seal faro 
cut short a state visit to Sweden 
and returned to Italy last night. 

Shock and dismay began turning 
to bitterness villagers began to 
complain about the slow reaction 
of rescue services to each the 
region. 

Some experts have blamed mass 
construction, poor infrastructure 
and lack of planning by local 
authorities. 

“For now we need to alleviate 
the effects of the tragedy and clear 
the mudslides away as quickly as 


possible,” Scalfaro said in reaction 
to the criticism. 

One Italian journalist, whose 
family lives In Same, said a rescue 
operation was organized promptly 
after Iasi year’s earthquake in 
Umbria, because of the region's 
historical significance with its 
Basilica of St. Francis in Assisi.

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Unpalatable threats 


P resident Bill Clinton strenuously denies 
the United States has handed Israel an 
ultimatum. “There's do way in the world 
I could impose an agreement on [the parties]... 
they have to live with the consequences.” 
Clinton said on Wednesday. Yet there is no 
escaping that the US has threatened to end its 
current mediating role and blame Israel for the 
collapse of the peace process if its proposals 
are not accepted. Now. ironically, the main 
thing wrong with the American proposal is not 
any of its particulars, but the perception that it 
is being forced on Israel. 

Judging simply from its terms, the US pro¬ 
posal would be considered highly pro-Israel 
from the perspective of one or two years ago. 
The Palestinian opening idea for the scope of 
all three redeployments - to be completed 
before final-status talks began - was about 90 
percent of the West Bank. 

The Rabin government was reportedly aim¬ 
ing to keep its withdrawals under the redeploy¬ 
ments limited to about 50 percent. Under the 
US proposal, the third redeployment would be 
handled by a joint committee, and presumably 
be put aside until the outcome of the Final-sta¬ 
tus talks is much clearer. If Israel now with¬ 
draws from 13 percent of the West Bank as the 
US suggests, then the total pre-final-status 
withdrawal will amount to some 40 percent of 
the West Bank. 

In addition to allowing Israel to significantly 
beat pre-Netanyahu expectations on the territo¬ 
rial front the US proposal incorporates a criti¬ 
cal Israeli improvement over previous with¬ 
drawals; reciprocity. For the first lime, a terri¬ 
torial withdrawal will be phased, with each 
phase linked to Palestinian compliance with 
unfulfilled provisions of the Oslo Accords. The 
Palestinians have shown a remarkable ability 
to sell the same commitments over and over 
again: but if this time the promises are imple- 
menled, - it will signal a victory for the 
...Netanyahu government. 

Despite the general attractiveness of the US 
proposal, the fact that it has been wrapped in 
threats and deadlines renders it unpalatable. 
No country, much less one such as Israel that is 
entering some of the most critical negotiations 
in Its history, can be seen as accepting foreign 
dictates. The acceptance of an American num¬ 
ber. on an American date, under threat of an 


American “reassessment” creates a precedent 
for final-status talks that is unacceptable to 
Israel. 

Such strong-arm tactics would never have 
been used by the US id the Northern Ireland 
negotiations, which were no less difficult and 
contentious. British Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
a key player in those talks, has implied that the 
US should not consider every detail of its pro¬ 
posal to be written in stone. Blair, perhaps 
because he has been on the other side, realizes 
that it is counterproductive to paint Israel into 
a corner. 

US Secretary of State Madeleine Albright, on 
the other hand, seems to have become too 
wrapped up in a prestige contest with 
Netanyahu. The objective of the negotiations 
should not be to bend Israel to the US will, but 
to bend the parties toward each other. US pres¬ 
tige will be measured by whether it succeeds in 
brokering an agreement, not by whether or not 
it successfully dictated terms to Israel. 

Though diplomatic circles might cheer, the 
US itself will likely regret any “victory” based 
upon dictating to Israel. The message sent will 
be the opposite of Washington’s declared and 
correct policy: that the key to peace is direct 
negotiations between the parties. The message 
that direct talks are the key has become so dis¬ 
torted by the current depth of US involvement, 
that it will be difficult to reconstruct it in any 
case. That task, however, will be greatly com¬ 
plicated if the US is seen to be imposing its 
will down to (he last tenth of a percentage 
point. 

Today. US mediator Dennis Ross arrives at 
Netanyahu's request, to make one last push 
before the US-proposed meeting in 
Washington next week. The task before both 
Ross and Netanyahu should be to construct 
creative ways to stay within the framework 
proposed by the US and satisfy Israel’s securi T 
ty needs. .. » 

Since Israel is a democracy, the involvement 
of the cabinet cannot be treated as some ille¬ 
gitimate obstacle to be overcome. But neither 
should Netanyahu hide behind cabinet hawks 
in order to drag out talks unnecessarily. With a 
bit more work and creativity, it should be pos¬ 
sible to hammer out something acceptable to 
both Israel and the United States, and through 
them, the Palestinians.

Netanyahu’s new opponent

P rime Minister Netanyahu has 
chosen a new opponent: the 
United States. Over the 
course of the past 18 months, he 
has done virtually everything in 
his power to try the patience and 
undermine the goodwill of the pre¬ 
sent administration in Washington. 
He has annoyed, taunted, chal¬ 
lenged. prevaricated, and even 
attempted to humiliate President 
Clinton. 

The list of Netanyahu's acts of 
Clinton-baiting is almost legion. 

Suffice to recall some of the 
highlights: He has repeatedly bro¬ 
ken promises to the president, 
thereby compromising the US 
relationship with important part¬ 
ners (most notably King Hussein); 
he has initiated highly controver¬ 
sial settlements, principally at Har 
Hoxna and Ras el Amud; he has 
flamboyantly embraced leaders of 
the American religious Right who 
stand behind the Clinton impeach¬ 
ment campaign (.Jerry Falwell is 
but one example); he has engaged 
in flagrant lobbying on Capitol 
Hill against administration policy; 
and just this week, he pointedly 
aggravated the secretary of state in 
London yet again after a monu¬ 
mental American effort to get the 
Palestinian-Israeli negotiations 
back on track. 

What does Netanyahu hope to 
achieve by provoking Israel’s cios- 
esttsome say only)ally? ~ • 
:Ostensibly, the prime'minister's 
aim is to reduce so-called 
American pressure on Israel at the 
most critical moments of the fray¬ 
ing Oslo framework. Perhaps his 
objective is even deeper, many 
suspect that his goal is to thwart 
the process in its entirety. 

If this mission requires calling 
the negotiating capabilities of the 
United States into question and 
thus undermining American credi¬ 
bility. so be iL 

Netanyahu thinks that this gam¬ 
bit can succeed partly because of 
the precariousness of President 
Clinton's position on the domestic 
front 

He can also rely on a growing 


disinterest for Israel’s predicament 
among large segments of the 
American Jewish community 
which has. to put it mildly, become 
increasingly alienated from Israel 
over die conversion bill and other 
issues. 

And he is banking on the Israeli 


opposition's preoccupation with 
internal matters such as religion 
and state and the high rate of 
unemployment, as well as on the 
Israeli public’s knee-jerk reaction 
to the threat of external interfer¬ 
ence. to temper domestic reac¬ 
tions. 

ONCE again, the prime minister is 
exhibiting a dangerous short-sight¬ 
edness which threatens to sacrifice 
fundamental Israeli interests on 
the altar of ephemeral gains. 

First of all. Netanyahu systemat¬ 
ically confuses foreign involve¬ 
ment with external pressure. . 

InterttariOn^‘mvolven&rit^i the 
Middle East peace process, and" 
especially direct American 
engagement, has been a corner¬ 
stone of every peace treaty Israel 
has signed with its neighbors. 

This was true of the Camp David 
Accords, the Oslo initiative to 
date, and the Israeti-Jordanian 
peace treaty. It would be foolhardy 
to even suggest that a viable peace 
with the Palestinians (not to men¬ 
tion Syria or Lebanon) can be con¬ 
cluded without the good offices 
and guarantees furnished by the 
United States. 

Israel and its Arab neighbors 
have not in the past, and cannot 
today, reach an agreement without 
the active participation of a third 


party, and the United States con¬ 
tinues to be the only country inter¬ 
ested in and capable of carrying 
out this role. 

Secondly, Netanyahu is purpose¬ 
ly promoting international disin¬ 
terest in the peace process. The 
cost to Israel of such neglect and 


potential abandonment, however, 
is enormous. 

Since the Arabs and Israel can¬ 
not resolve the current situation on 
their own. objection to US 
involvement is akin to inviting a 
rekindling of violence and possi¬ 
bly even new forms of confronta¬ 
tion in the region. 

For (his reason, the undoubtedly 
well-intentioned Mack-Liebennan 
letter sponsored by 31 senators 
may unfortunately be a misplace¬ 
ment of energy and effort By call¬ 
ing for the US to relinquish its 30- 
year role as the Middle East peace 
broker, this appeal to the president 
riidy actively legjtiniate a trend of 
disengagement which coiildi hr the 
end, imperil Israel. 

Third, in pursuing this policy, 
Netanyahu appears willing to pay 
the price of Israeli isolation in the 
global arena. 

In an interdependent world in 
which Israel’s economic and polit¬ 
ical well-being rely on its interac¬ 
tion with other stales, reviving the 
old adage of standing alone 
against a hostile world smacks of 
sheer bravado as well as insuffer¬ 
able arrogance. More specifically, 
it counteracts Israel’s vital Jong- 
term interests. 

Fourth, if Netanyahu persists in 
goading the US, he runs the risk of 
eroding the longstanding US- 


Israel relationship. The signifi¬ 
cance of this link cannot be under¬ 
estimated Beyond the political 
and economic protection this rela¬ 
tionship has provided to Israel 
over the years, it has extended to 
Israel a moral umbrella that is irre¬ 
placeable. 

Endangering this tie demon¬ 
strates both ingratitude and down¬ 
right irresponsibility. 

And finally, while Netanyahu 
constantly claims to be struggling 
to safeguard Israel’s security, his 
tampering with the US-Israel 
alliance may adversely affect that 
which he claims to be defending. 

The probability that the 
Palestinians will unilaterally 
declare a Palestinian state on May 
4, 1999. underscores the urgency 
of reaching a negotiated settlement 
within the next year. 

If the US role is constantly ques¬ 
tioned by Israel and the prospects 
of success seem dim, the US. with 
little incentive to bring about an 
agreement, may seek alternate 
routes to secure its interests in the 
region. This could leave Israel 
exposed to long-term and long- 
range threats. Only Israel will suf¬ 
fer the consequences and all of the 
violence that such a scenario 
would entmL 

Binyamin Netanyahu, for all his 
supposed familiarity with 
American life, is flaying with fire. 
'TcPput Israel on a collision 
course^ ; \^ fe ,£ Uniied 'States is 
both inherently self-defeating and 
practically counterproductive. 
Despite Bibi, the majority of 
Israelis welcome American 
involvement in the peace process 
and recognize the tremendous 
effort the US has invested in 
bringing about peace in this 
region. 

They do not want to live the 
nightmare of neglect, nor do they 
relish the notion of isolation. 
Prime Minister Netanyahu; Take 
these thoughts into account before 
you decide whether to travel to 
Washington next week. And to the 
United States we say: Keep caring, 
we need you.

Much ado about nothing 


W hat stranger to Israel could 
possibly understand it? 
What Israel a few months 
from now, will be able to explain it? 

An Israel seemingly divided at the

Batsheva Dance Company insisted 
that unless they could strip down to 
their underwear during their dance 
routine they were not going to per¬ 
form at the Jubilee Bells show on 
Independence day. 

The dancers rejected the compro¬ 
mise suggested by President 
Weizman during day-long negotia¬ 
tions that they wear long underwear 
and canceled their performance. All 
this could and should have been 


treated as a joke, hut instead rt'was 
immediately elevated into a nation¬ 
al debate on artistic freedom, cen¬ 
sorship, religious coercion, separa¬ 
tion between religion and state; in 
short, a veritable Kulturkampf. 

The part of Israel’s society that 
seems to have an inexplicable dis¬ 
taste for the Jewish religion bad 
suddenly found a cause around 
which they could rally. Tel Aviv 
Mayor Ronni Mho did not do his 
reputation any good by connecting 
the foundation of his new political 
party to this inconsequential event 

The facts are that neither theater, 
opera, nor dance are censored in 
Israel The particular dance in ques¬ 
tion has already been presented by 
the Batsheva company 150 times in 
Israel, including the controversial 
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scene. The only lingering question 
is who was the dimwit drat decided 
to include this particular ballet in 
the Jubilee Bells show. 

But there are some among us who 
do not want to be confused by the 
facts.

7) So far, Israel has resisted the 
American proposal oo the grounds 
that while 9% is prudent and 10- 
11 % might be tolerable, 13% repre¬ 
sents an unacceptable risk, to Israeli 
security. Uts not easy .to understand 
what the critical difference is, 
because no one outride the negoti¬ 
ating rooms (and maybe not even 
inside) knows exactly which two, 
three or four percent are‘at stake.

Washington knows best? 


T he US government is more 
involved than ever in deter¬ 
mining the future of Israeli 
security and the nature of the 
Israeli-Palestinian relationship. Hie ; 
formal statements regarding die 
need for the parties to decide an 
their own are no longer credible. 
Instead, die continued pressure in 

London, and perhaps Washington 

again next week, is aimed at forcing 
Binyamin Netanyahu to accept the 
Stare Department’s views of what is 
best for Israel. 

After the London summit, US 
Secretary •' of State Madeleine 
Albright repeated the claim That it 
was “obviously up to die Israelis to 
decide what theif security require¬ 
ments are." However, after this ritu¬

THE US apparently disagrees, hav¬ 
ing found ways of ensuring Israeli 
security under circumstances that 
die Israeli government could not 
find: on iis own. Fair enough, but 
what are these solutions? 

Despite the centrality of the 
issues, American officials have not 
takenthe time to describe or explain 
their expectations for permanent 
status and The impact of a 
Palestinian state. 

Has die US already secured some 
agreement on confederation with 
Jordan, or cm Palestinian demilita¬ 
rization and enforcement mecha¬ 
nisms that win be more serious than 


those teat have failed in tee past? 

Or, as seems more likely, are the 
American officials so involved in 
process and the pressure to main¬ 
tain tee momentum, teat they have 
lost sight of the substance and the 
ultimate destination? 

The same problem exists with 
respect to the American policy on 
terrorism. 

Netanyahu argues that the 
Palestinian Authority's toleration 
for and encouragement of terror is 
die fundamental source of tee halt 
in the Oslo process. 

The Israeli government has con¬ 
crete proposals for monitoring 
progress in the destruction of die 
Palestinian terrorist infrastructure, 
as specified in the 1993 pact as well 
as in the 1995 Cairo Agreement and 
the 1996 Hebron Agreement 

None have been implemented, 
and the bomb factories, training 
facilities and other institutions dial 
are part of die terrorist network 
remain intact in Bethlehem, 
RamaDah, Nablus, Gaza and other 
areas under Arafat’s complete con¬ 
trol. 

How axe the Americans going to 
insure our security by pressing for 
further Israeli withdrawals, without 
fundamental changes in Palestinian 
behavior? 

The American-inspired summit in 
1996 at Sharm el-Sheikh, which 
came after the four terrible suicide 
bombings, had absolutely no 
impact, and did not even succeed in 
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1999, the Palestinians are threat¬ 
ening to do again wbat they 
already did in - Algiers - over 10 
years ago — make a unilateral dec¬ 
laration of independence. 

14) The announced invitation to 
Netanyahu and Arafat to come to 
Washington next week was imme¬ 
diately described as “make or 
break.” The same thing was being 
said die last time Netanyahu and 
Arafat were in Washington - but 
teat time, Monica Lewinsky got in 
tee way. 

15) Zf Netanyahu and Arafat do 
go to tee White House, tee visit 
will probably be the “last c h a n ce" 
for tee peace process, which is 
why they probably won’t go 
unless a deal has been worked out 
in advance. 

16) But if they nevertheless go 
and President Clinton cannot 
announce an agreement then 
things will get very nasty for a 
while, tensions win rise, and some 
more blood may be shed. Then 
there will be another high-level 
diplomatic intervention and anoth¬ 
er “last chance.” 

17) After one short visit to 
Cyprus last week by US special 
negotiator Richard Holbrooke, the 
Cyprus peace process was 
declared dead.

Beyond some simplistic security 
pacts and minimal CIA interaction 
with the Palestinian security forces, 
where is the US policy to deal with 
terrorism? 

In addition, the US has not pro¬ 
vided any hints of how to imple¬ 
ment the specific clauses prohibit¬ 
ing inflammatory rhetoric and bate 
speech directed at Jews and Israelis. 

Arafat’s calls for “jihad,” and ref¬ 
erences to the terrorist bombers and 
murderers as “martyrs” and heroes, 
sustain tee foundations of terrorism 
and hatred by denying the legitima¬ 
cy of Jewish sovereignty and the 
need for coexistence. In speeches, 
texts and Palestinian television 
shows for children, Jews are still 
portrayed as outsiders who stole 
Arab land. 

Netanyahu has demanded that, as 
a start the PA and Arafat change 
this rhetoric. This also drives the 
Israeli demand far a formal public 
meeting of the Palestinian National 
Council in which all of the racist 
clauses referring to Jews and 
Israelis are voided before the entire 
Palestinian and Arab world, without 
any room for obfuscation. 

However, on these central issues, 
the US peace makers have been 
silent If the Americans wish to 
claim that they can ensure our secu¬ 
rity better than our elected govern¬ 
ment, let them at least provide the 
basis for these claims.

British essayist so “immortal” 
that he concluded - in the prema¬ 
ture twilight of his 52-y ear-long 
life - that he hated himself “for 
not having hated and despised 
the world enough.” 

In our country he would proba¬ 
bly harbor no such remorse. If 
anything, Hazlitt’s “On the 
Pleasure of Hating’’ reads these 
days as if it were written in the 
shadows of our very own ranting 
dancers, fuming mayors, and 
grudge-bearing retired generals. 

The Batsheva troupe and the 
rest of the artistic community 
rose this week to tee cause of 
underwear with the enthusiasm, 
passion, and conviction of life- 
risking refuseniks victimized by 
tyrannical regimes.

AS THE beauty of haired goes, 
our haredi-hashers' self-appoint¬ 
ed leader's own hatred - while no 
less fierce, potent or genuine 
than his gullible flock's - is root¬ 
ed far from his followers’ ideolo¬ 
gy. and deep in his own oppor¬ 
tunistic agenda. 

For Ronni Milo, the ultimate 
anti-Christ is personal obscurity.

Yet while 
insisting on shoving their some¬ 
what esoteric numbers into mid¬ 
dle-brow Israel’s living rooms, 
they forgot that their entire 
troupe - just like haredi yeshiv- 
ot - is a largely tax-payer funded 
gig. How ironic. 

It's one thing to scold the 
haredim for contributing less to. 
and taking more from, tee nation¬ 
al safe; it’s an entirely different 
thing to ignore their pain and 
blaspheme their beliefs, like an 
underdressed dance to tee tune of 
“One is our God" surely would. 
Had such an intolerant idea been 
touted, let alone exercised, in, 
say, tee American bicentennial or 
in Germany’s unification festivi¬ 
ties, wouldn't we all have shaken 
heaven and earth? 

Evidently, our bohemians 
don't know what true liberalism 
is, teat which was so well- 
phrased 80 years ago by 
American thinker Horace 
Kallen, who substituted that 
tum-of-the-century quasi-fascist 
notion of the melting pot with 
the symphony-of-diversities 
ideal of cultural pluralism. Now 
we too can say, like Hazlitt teat 
after having been taught io think 
“that genius was not a bawd, 
virtue was not a mask, liberty 
was not a name, and that love 
had its seat in the human heart” 
we might as well “care little if 


be asked not about parking 
spaces, kindergartens, and sub¬ 
ways, but about the grand mili¬ 
tary-diplomatic-economic ’situa¬ 
tion,’ and tell this whole country 
where it must go. The last thing I 
now need is for Tel Aviv to tell 
me where to go. 

“Ah, blackish, chilly, and tur¬ 
bulent though they are, I must 
jump into those mysterious 
waters down there, and now. 
Birr, forget the passengers 
stranded on that municipal 
Titanic, just look ahead and feel 
tee dazzle, warmth, and glitter of 
those cameras and lights. 

“Good move. Ronni,” conclud¬ 
ed the soon-to-be former mayor 
in a dee p-of-the-1 lings shout a-la 
Seinfeld's George Costanza, as 
the press converged on tee new 
false messiah. “We’re b-a-c-k in 
business!" 

While other mayors - most 
notably Jerusalem’s - also harbor 
Milo's hatred for marginality and 
graze our municipal pastures 
mainly in search Of a springboard 
for a much more manifest des¬ 
tiny, some politicians manage to 
keep their hatred within tee ordi¬ 
nary confines of that personal 
resentment with which most of 
us are so intimately familiar. 

Such is the story of Defense 
Minister Yitzhak Mordechai’s 
evident abhorrence of CGS con¬ 
tender Matan VUna’i. 

“I just can't stand him!" one 
can almost hear tee ordinarily 
reserved minister muttering while 
pacing back and forth in bis 
bureau like a lion in his den, amid 
tee familiar display of trophies, 
medals, and awards collected in 
the course of an elaborate mili¬ 
tary career cut short by Vilna’i’s 
appointment as deputy ’CGS. 
Never mind teat we the people 
deserve the most experienced, 
seasoned, and savvy contender at 
tee IDFs helm. “Without some¬ 
thing to hate,” as Hazlitt putit 
“we should lose tee very spring 
of thought and action.” 

And yet with all due respect to 
hatred, Hazlitt ultimately lament¬ 
ed the success of “hypocrisy, ser¬ 
vility, folly, and impudence, 
while merit is trodden under 
foot” So should we.

Venture capital investments 
reach $156m. in first quarter

Israeli high-tech companies raised at least 
$ 1 56 million in the first quarter of the year 
according to the Money Tree Survey con¬ 
ducted by accounting firm Kesselman & 
Kesse I man/Coopers & Lybrand. 

The figure reflects a 130 percent increase 
over the first quarter of 1997, in which 
high-tech companies raised $68m. 

According to the report, nine American 
venture capital hinds invested $ 13.5m. in 
Israeli enterprises, of which some 50% 
were invested in software companies. 
These funds have completed 10 deals. 


marking the largest number of international 
financings by American companies outside 
the US. 

Yossi Feilus, a partner in Kesselman, 
noted that the first quarter was character¬ 
ized by higher investments in later-stage 
companies rather than in companies which 
are at first-stage. 

The majority of investments were in 
communications and software companies. 
Thirty-three percent of the investments 
(550.2m.) were invested in the communica¬ 
tions industry compared with 21% 
($49.1 m.) in the whole of 1997. Thirty-two 
percent were invested in software compa¬ 


nies, against 24% last year. 

The majority of investments (82%) were 
made in companies in the Tel Aviv region, 
while 17% were made in Jerusalem and its 
environs. Investments in companies in the 
North fell to only 1 %, from an average of 
14% in 1997. 

Aviv Shoham, a high-tech consultant at 
Kesselman, said that the 34 funds included 
in the survey represent some 60% of the 
local venture capita] industry. 

A similar survey conducted by Coopers & 
Lybrand showed that in the US, venture- 
capital backed companies received $3.2 
billion during the first quarter, a 30% 


increase over the same period a year earli¬ 
er The average size of each investment was 
$4.6m. which is substantially higher than 
the average investment of 3600,000 made 
by Israeli venture capital funds. 

In addition, local funds usually invest m 
combination with wo to three- other 
investors, making a total investment of 

Israeli technology venture capital funds 
raised $578 million in 1997 as against 
$402rn. a year earlier. According to a report 
by the the Israel Venture Association, fends 
hold currently some $740zn. for further 
investments in high-tech companies.

Mark little changed amid German rate talk 


The dollar was little changed 
against the mark, as speculation 
that European interest rates are 
headed higher offset a unexpected 
decline in German industrial pro¬ 
duction.

Duisenberg said price stability 
hasn’t yet been achieved in 
Europe. That fanned speculation 
Germany’s central bank will raise 
its benchmark repurchase rate 
from 3.30 percent when it meets 
next week. 

“The anticipation is that 
European rates in general will go 
higher before the finalization of 
monetary union,” said Bill Bertha. - 
manager or foreign exchange at 
Mellon Bank.' Growing tionf?-’ : 
dence in Europe's single currency, 
or euro, is “attracting a lot of funds 
now. Some people are getting out

Enter Milo, Stage Cen 




Tel Aviv Mayor Ronni Milo has set political circles 
abuzz by announcing his bid for the premiership - 
but he could find himself strengthening the small 
parties he’s trying to destroy, writes Herb Keinon 


T lel Aviv mayor Ronni Milo 
cloaked himself in the man¬ 
tle of the Great Reformer at 
his Monday news conference, 
declaring -.amid reverberations 
from the Jubilee Bells — that he is 
going to break the back of the reli¬ 
gious parties. 

But in what may very well turn 
out to be the great- paradox of this 
political season, Milo - by throwing 
his hat into the ring - could actual¬ 
ly. lead to the strengthening of the 
small parties he is trying to destroy. 

First of all, said Ruth Amir, a 
Haifa University political scien¬ 
tist, his entrance into the race will 
strengthen the importance of the 
small parties even before the elec¬ 
tions. This will give them the abil¬ 
ity to ask more from the coalition 
because of a realization that with 
another party on the horizon, die 
government will want to keep 
them even happier than before. 

And if Milo’s party succeeds in 
getting enough votes to passing 
the electoral threshold for Knesset 
seats, there will be yet another 
small party - with its own 
demands - involved iri the coali¬ 
tion bargaining. 

Amir said dial coalition black¬ 
mail is - obviously - not only the 
purview of- the haredim, but that 
other small parties do it as well. A 
plethora of small parties, will only 
increase the pressure they can 
level on the government. 

“One thing is certain," Amir said, 
’This has added to a climate of 
political uncertainty.” As a result, 
the large parties are likely to be 
willing to give in more to die 
demands of small parties, because 
they do not know what will happen 
in the new situation.

Workers Rights 

The following rights are some of what Israeli labor law demands that all workers in Israel, 

legal or illegal, receive from their employers. 

Minimum Wage: NTS 2609 (US$700) for 186 hours of work a month (14.03 NIS/hour). 

I Travel Allowance. Workers who pay their own transportation expenses to work must be 
reimbursed by their employers for this expense up to 
NIS 16.66 per day. 

| Annual Vacation. Every worker is entitled to 12 days of paid holiday a year (in addition 
to Shabbat). 

Holidays. After 3 months workers are entitled to 9 days off for religious 

holidays. If the holiday falls on Shabbat, the worker is not paid for 
that holiday. | 

Recuperation Fay. After one full year of work every worker is entitled to 5 days of * 
recuperation pay at a rate of NIS 245 per day. 

Payment of wages. Workers salaries must be paid no later than 10th of the following 
month. 

Sick Fay. Workers absent from work due to illness should be paid 75% of their 

wages (starting with the 3rd day) upon presenting doctor's note. 

Severance Fay. Workers fired after at least one full year of work must be paid 

severance pay at a rate of one month’s salary for every year worked. 

Important to Know 

• No employer or agency is allowed to hold or confiscate your passport If your passport is 
being held against your will, yon may file a complaint with the police to get it back. 

• No employer or agency can deport you from IsraeL Only the police can issue a 
deportation order and force a worker to leave the country. 

• Make sort that your employer is not taking illegal deductions from your salary. If you 
suspect this, you can bring your salary slip to Kav la’Oved or the Ministry of Labor to be 
examined.

O n July 9. 1998 fee new 
chief of general staff, 
whether it is Maj.-Gen. 
Shau 1 Mofaz or Maj.-Gen. Matan 
Vilna'i, will face the tough job of 
giving the IDF a longer reach to 
cope with a widening circle of 
enemies who are amassing 
weapons of mass destruction.

Mofaz’s predecessor, Vilna’i. to 
succeed Lt-Gen. Amnon Lipkin 
Shahak. - 

Mordechai is required - by Basic 
Law. The Army (1976) to bring 


his recommendation for cabinet 
approval. He is expected to do so 
on Sunday. If the better qualified 
Vilna'i, who everyone has 
assumed would get the post, does 
not, he is likely to leave the IDF. 

In any event, the new chief of gen¬ 
eral staff will not have the luxury of 
making a Camelot-like entrance, 
since he will be taking command 
following are of the most acrimo¬ 
nious battles for die position that 
this country has ever seen. 

If Mofaz is chosen, he will have 
to work hard to shake his stigma 
of being "second best," “unripe" 
and his critics will likely say he 
was chosen mainly as Mordechai's 
immigrant Sephardi candidate.

It is widely believed that OC 
Intelligence Maj.-Gen. Moshe 
“Boogie” Ya'alon will get the 
Northern Command post. 

The IDF has undergone momen¬ 
tous upheavals in its 50-year histo¬ 
ry, but most occurred following 
the wars of a generation ago. The 
new CGS’s tenure comes while 
the army has been restructuring to 
face radically changing threats.

> A ?®arehing as they commem¬ 
orate 50 years since the “disaster 
■ of the birth of the State of Israel 

Their big questions, explored in 

numerous forums sponsored by 
the Palestinian Authority as well 

as by private groups, boil down to 
fins: What , did we do wrong in 
194S to allow the Jews to take 
over our land and. how do we

Senior Pa officials usually 
sound upbear about the answers.

;May *5^ 1999 will; mark five 
years since the- signing of the 
Cairo Accord. Palestinians main¬ 
tain that at the end of the five-year 
.transitional period, mentioned in 
the accord’s preamble, they have 
the right to declare a state. If 
Arafat goes ahead with the move, 
that is when he is likely to do it - 
This time, Arafat supporters say, 
his declaration will win (he sup¬ 
port of the entire world and Israel

Judges who have tried to main¬ 
tain... independence have been 
forced to resign. And, except for a 
select few, criticism of die PA is 
no longer tolerated. 

“This past year has been charac¬ 
terized by attacks on academic 
freedom and freedom of expres¬ 
sion,” says Bassem Eid, director 
of the Palestinian Human Rights 
Monitoring Group, which this 
week released a report on wide¬ 
spread PA arrest and torture in the 
wake of the death of Hamas bomb 


maker Muhieddin Sharif. “We 
can’t say that the PA has made any 
improvements in human rights." 

Fatah leaders are frustrated with 
the paralysis. Some of them limit 
their ambitions to installing traffic 
lights in their neighborhoods to 
improve safety. Others talk about 
establishing a McDonalds fran¬ 
chise in such places as Hebron. 

“Their attitude is that we have to 
wait until history makes changes,” 
a Palestinian source close to Fatah 
leaders say. 

Still, some Fatah leaders hope 


Arafat’s declaration will lead to 
real changes. For example, PLC 
member Hisham Abdul Razik of 
Gaza says Arafat’s dec laring a state 
would achieve immediate results. 

“I think there is a very clear dif¬ 
ference between now and 1988,” 
he says. “Then, in 1988, he set a 
goal. Today, when there is an 
agreement and he announces a 
state on Palestinian land, this is 
reality. It’s no longer an idea..." 

But Abdul Razik does not share 
Arafat’s trail for restraint until next

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Palestinians will be content to live 
in a prison, he is dreaming." he 
says. “1 don’t think that the 
Palestinians have to be patient 
another year." 

Abdul Khader, the PLC member 
from Jerusalem, does not foresee 
Palestinian attacks on Israel soon. 
“The PA is not interested in an 
explosion of this situation." he 
says. “It wants to delay the explo¬ 
sion in accordance with the politi¬ 
cal situation. It’s easy to know 
how to start an explosion but it’s 
difficult to control iL“ 

For his part, Arafat appears so 
subdued in public that many 
Palestinians are convinced he is 
either ill or has undergone a 
change of heart regarding the lim¬ 
itations of ihe process. During a 
visit on Wednesday to Algeria, 
Arafat appeared to be sleep-walk¬ 
ing, his voice hoarse. 

Moreover, his statements are 
peppered with mystical references. 

In a recent -interview on 
Egyptian Orbit satellite television, 
the PA leader compared his plight 
to that of Islamic leaders 
Mohammed and Sal ah Eddin. both 
of whom reached interim agree¬ 
ments with their sworn enemies. 
He repeated that he does not want 
. terrorist attacks on Israel because 
this would delay IDF withdrawals. 

“This giant people will produce 
100.000 Arafats," he said. “We are 
a nation of giants that has been 
coping with world Zionism for 
101 years. We are capable of start¬ 
ing all over again. I say this not in 
the name of Arafat, but in the 
name of the new generals." 

To one leading Palestinian 
Arafat-waicher, who declined to 
be identified, the PA leader chose 
his words carefully. “Arafat will 
never admit it," he says, “but he 
has come to terms that he will not 
achieve any of his dreams. The 
Oslo process has not turned out at 
all as he expected. He is quietly 
saying, T did what 1 could. Let the 
new generation now try.'" 

But, if anything. Arafat’s aides 
axe building a larger image of their 
boss than ever before. PA officials 
say the new Gaza airport will be 
named after Arafat. His appear¬ 
ances dominate nightly PA televi¬ 
sion - with die Palestinian leader 
seen shaking hands and kissing 
women and children. 

Most analysts agree that as the 
date of Palestinian statehoodj 
approaches, Arafat's nje jra^jffsv,

"There are two contradicting

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A clampdown 
on culture? 


With the cries of pain and outrage following last 
week’s Batsheva dance fiasco still resounding, 
Larry Derfner looks at how much censorship has 
really been exerted on local TV and theater 


O n Monday night's Popotirika 
talk show, entertainer Gidi 
Gov spoke for Israel's artis¬ 
tic community in warning that the 
Batsheva Dance Company scandal 
was a sign of escalating religious 
censorship of free expression. 
Asked, however, if his variety 
show. Lai la Gov on Channel 2. was 
subject to censorship. Gov replied 
with satisfaction. "God forbid." 

In his opening monologue on his 
Wednesday night program. Gov- 
told a joke which included a play 
on words suggesting that the hare-d¬ 
im were "sick." In a skit referring 
to this week's State Comptroller's 
Report about haredim getting hun¬ 
dreds of millions of shekels in gov¬ 
ernment aid they weren’t entitled 
to. Gov played a hapless fellow- 
handing over stacks of money to 
one eager haredi after another until 
he was left with nothing but a sand¬ 
wich - then the haredim took that 
from him, too. 

Pretty strong stuff. Nothing to 
make Israel's'"religious establish¬ 
ment happy. 

But the earth didn’t shake. Laila 
Gov is still scheduled to go on the 
air, uncensored, next Wednesday 
night. 

Ever since pressure by politicians 
from the National Religious Party, 
United Torah Judaism and Shas led 
the Batsheva Dance Co. to cancel 
its performance at the Jubilee Bells 
show - which was to have included 
a scene of dancers stripping down 
to shorts and body shirts while 
singing from the Hagadda "hhnd 
miYodea" fWho Knows One") - 
Israel's entertainers and artists have 
been up in arms. 

The day after Jubilee Bells about 
300 of them lay in wait at the 
Diaspora Museum for a visit by the 
NRP’s Education and Culture 
Minister Yitzhak Levy and 
Transport Minister Shaul Yahalom. 
Some of the entertainers defiantly 
took off their'shirts and blouses. A 
few shouted "Fascist," "Khomeini," 
and even "dirty Jew" at Levy and 
Yahalom. decrying what they view 
as "censonritip." 

This week Tel Aviv Mayor 
Ronni Milo cited the censorship of 
Batsheva*s performance as the 
precipitate reason for his decision 
to run for prime minister. 

But even if the word “censor¬ 
ship" isn't understood as being lit¬ 
eral, and is used in the sense of 
any kind of pressure - in this case 
by the religious - that constrains 
artists from expressing them¬ 
selves, it is hard to find evidence 
in Israel of real censorship - other 
than military. 

Rabbis and religious politicians 
may shout “Sacrilege!" and “Anti¬ 
semitism!" and even cry to use their 
power and influence to rein artists 
in, bat it doesn't seem to work. 

About a year-and-a-half ago, reli¬ 
gious politicians were screaming 
about comedian Gil Kopatch, who 
was doing racy, irreverent Torah 
commentaries on the Friday night 
entertainment program Closing 
The Week Wiih Yair Lapid on 
Channel 1. “You see, Moses liked 
to dance with his bulbul [penis] 
hanging out," was one Kopaichism 
cited by the religious as evidence 
why the comedian should be muz¬ 
zled. But after Kopatch gave a bril¬ 
liant, Lenny Bruce-style defense 
before the Knesset Education 
Committee, Lapid opened his show 
with the announcement, “The 
country belongs to everybody, the 
Torah belongs to everybody, God 
belongs to everybody and Kopatch 
will be on tonight." The audience 
cheered triumphantly. Lapid soon 
left the show for cable TV, but 
Kopatch continued to appear, to the 
delight of his fans and the gradual 
indifference of his enemies. 

The Cameri Quintet caught plen¬ 
ty of flak from religious politi¬ 
cians. especially Yahalom, during 
its five seasons on Chaimel I and 


2, during which it did far sexier 
stuff than Kopatch ever tried, and 
satirized every pocket of hypocrisy 
and complacency in Israeli society, 
including the religious. 

One skit showed a rabbi prepar¬ 
ing a bar mitzva boy by reading 
him some of the more off-color 
passages from the Torah. As with 
Kopatch. there were many calls to 
water down the Cameri Quintet's 
skits or get them off the air, but 
these failed. 

“There was no censorship of us, 
and there was no self-censorship 
for fear of what the reaction would 
be," said Arik Bernstein, a copro¬ 
ducer of the Quintet's show. "But I 
don't know about all the times that 
people got angry, because [former 
Israel Broadcasting Authority 
chief] Mordechai Kirschenbaum 
kept it away from us. He protected 
us. absolutely, very, very much so."

A common fear among' enter¬ 
tainers is that Kirscher.bauin’s 
recent successor, Uri Forat, who 
ran the IBA during most of the 
Shamir administration before his 
current appointment by Prime 
Minister Netanyahu, will make it 
dear that artists cannot step on the 
religious establishment's toes with 
impunity as they could before. 

But Porat, according to a spokesr 
woman, insists he has no intention 
of interfering with what entertain¬ 
ers say or do, as long as the pro¬ 
grams on which they appear are 
“balanced" - offering a forum for 
different and opposing views. He 
would not have touched the Cameri 
Quintet’s scripts, and would only 
have wanted Closing The Week to 
offer a "balancing" voice lo 
Kopatch's, however this unclear 
goal might be achieved. In Ponte's 
view, "freedom does not mean 
anarchy," said the spokeswoman. 

Meretz’s former leader Shuiamit 
Aloni, however, is worried that the 
rising power of the religious and 
religious right will have a chilling 
effect on artists. She cited NRP 
MK Zvi Hendel's attempt to have 
Amos Oz's Israel Prize for 
Literature revoked because of a 
decade-old speech in which Oz 
described Gush Emunim as “a 
cruel, messianic cult." Reminded 


that the Supreme Court threw out 
Hendel's petition, the former 
Education and Culture minister 
said. "But I don’t know if the 
Supreme Court will throw out 
such a petition tomorrow. The 
judges live in the same world as 
we all do." 

Yet Aloni argues that the real 
threat to freedom of expression is 
not so much religious censorship 
as religious power over budgets 
allocated to cultural institutions. 
Since the NRP took over the edu¬ 
cation and culture portfolio, and 
especially since Levy succeeded 
the late ZvuJun Hammer as minis¬ 
ter, she charged, there has been a 
policy to “thy up" these institu¬ 
tions. “Censorship can also take 
the form of building new mikves 
but not new cultural institutions; 
of letting people hear, ‘Moshiach, 
Moshiach,' and the Lubavitcher 
Rebbe, but not Goethe, Schiller 
and the Greek classics,” she said. 

Providing specifics, Yossi Frost, 
currently an adviser to artistic 
groups and formerly Aloni's direc¬ 
tor-general in the Education and 
Culture Ministry, said the current 
ministry has drastically reduced or 
totally done away with funds for a 
□umber of institutions. Funds for 
"quality" feature films and docu¬ 
mentaries, for translations of clas¬ 
sics into Hebrew and of Hebrew 
literature into foreign languages, 
have had (heir budgets devastated, 
he said. The Sam Spiegel School 
for Cinema has lost millions of 
shekels to the NRP-sponsored 
Ma’aleh School for Cinema and 
Television, he added. Omanut 
L’Am (Art for the People), which 
subsidizes theatrical and musical 
performances in development 
towns, has not only had its budget 
gutted, "but Micha Yinon, head of 
the cultural administration in the 
ministry,, has even demanded to 
.see the content,of the productions, 
which Hammer never dared to 
do," said Frost, who founded 
Omanut L’Am in the 1980s. 

Yet at the same time, Frost 
acknowledged that these cuts to 
"secular" culture "are in line with 
the across-the-board cuts the gov¬ 
ernment ordered to all budgets. As 
far as I know, they are not dis¬ 
criminatory” 

Yinon, an NRP man who was 
chairman of the IBA’s executive 
board during the Shamir and 
Rabin administrations, pro¬ 
nounced Frost’s charges “non¬ 
sense." He said the only ministry 
cuts to cultural institutions he 
knows of are the 2 percent cost- 
of-living increases they won't be 
getting because inflation is down. 
The transfer of funds from the 
Spiegel school to the Ma'aleb 
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Demonstrators showing solidarity with the Batsheva Dance Co. call for artistic freedom. 


school will be rectified in a matter 
of weeks, he said, adding that his 
goal is not to cut the Spiegel bud¬ 
get, but only to raise Ma’aleh’s, 
which would “end the years of 
budgetary discrimination against 
Ma’aleh, which has just as many 
students as the Spiegel school and 
many of the same teachers.” 

As for Omanut L'Am, Yinon 
said he only wants the organiza¬ 
tion to use its money to find larg¬ 
er, younger audiences. Tin not 
interested in the content of die 
productions they subsidize. Am I 
going to tell Habimah what plays 
to put on? I couldn’t do it even if I 
wanted to, which I don’t There 
are courts and laws in this country, 
and the law permitting censorship 
of plays and films is no longer on 


the books," he said. (The Theater 
Censorship Board was dissolved 
in the late 1980s.) 

Frost noted that Aloni had 
tripled the ministry’s annual cul¬ 
tural budget to NTS 270 million, 
and added, “I’m afraid that this 
budget may be whittled down to 
where it stood before.” Yinon 
pointed out that the current annual 
budget for culture is NIS 317 mil¬ 
lion. "My goal is to make it NIS 
500 million for next year, and ulti¬ 
mately to make it 10 times larger 
than it is today ” he said. 

As for the Batsheva Dance Co., 
its budget for this year stands at 
NIS 5.1 million - up from NIS 43 
million last year; Yinon noted. 

Since the Jubilee Bells fiasco, 
Levy and Yinon have been at great 


pains to convince artistic directors 
that their theaters, symphonies and 
schools will continue to be sup¬ 
ported in the manner to which 
they’ve grown accustomed. “I will 
defend them, and if there is any 
attempt to ‘dry them up,’ I will not 
be a part of it," Yinon pledged. 

Aloni, Frost and Bernstein 
echoed the suspicion of many 
artists that Levy, a rabbi and for¬ 
mer yeshiva head, will be far less 
sympathetic to the arts - in finan¬ 
cial support and non-interference 
with their content - than was 
Hammer. “Levy is a rabbi - he 
won’t even touch a woman's hand, 
. he’s never been to the theater," 
said Aloni. 

Yinon allowed that because of 
Levy’s background, “it's natural 


(EfU Sbarir) 

that he hasn't been exposed to 
this world as much as Hammer 
was. But he’s not hostile to it, 
and since he became minister 
he’s started trying to become 
more familiar with it He’s gone 
to the Philharmonic and the the¬ 
ater." 

One play Levy saw was* 
Habinrah’s Milhemet Ahim (Civil 
War), which draws a parallel 
between Jewish extremism before 
the destruction of the Second 
Temple and Jewish extremism in 
today’s Israel. 

What did Levy think of the 
play? “He drought it was terrible,” 
Yinon said, “but dial’s his right It- 
doesn’t mean he’s going to cut off 
funds to Habimah or make them 
change the words of the play."

So much more than just a soccer game 


If sports is a reflection of reality, 
last week's game between Hapoel - 
Beit She’an and Betar Jerusalem 
afforded a disquieting view of the 
tensions bubbling beneath society’s 
surface. Herb Keinon reports 


T he atmosphere in Mahan eh 
Yehuda on Tuesday after¬ 
noon was charged; it felt 
like election time. 

The right words. to the right 
merchant triggered a verbal out¬ 
burst that ignited a chain-reaction 
of similar eruptions from vendors 
nearby. First a vegetable peddler 
screamed, then a pickle-man 
across the way yelled, then a fruit 
salesman hollered. 

The right words - this week - 
were “Hapoel Tel Aviv.” 

“A bunch of crybabies," said 
Haim Yitzhak, a fruit and pastry 
veridot • 

“Leftists who can’t stand to see 
us -win," said the pickle-and- 
cheese man across from him. 

“Elitist snobs,” added Yitzhak 
Shimon^ bnsy stacking tomatoes. 

Their anger was the result of 
the controversy swirling around 
the Betar Jerusalem-Hapoel Beit 
She’an football match played, last 
Shabbat in Haifa. That game did 
for' Right-Left. Sephardi- 
Ashkenazi, development town- 
central region relations -what 
Jubilee Bells did for religious-, 
secular ties. ■ 

If, as some say, sports is a 
metaphor for reality, then that 
game and its ensuing uproar pro¬ 
vided a troubling view of the ten¬ 
sions simmering just beneath 
society's surface. 


intentional, to give the players a 
chance to hear the results of the 
other games before their own 
game was finished. 

Some things during the game 
also struck many as strange. 
Betar was leading the game 2-1 
until the 83id minute, when Beit 
She-'an's Almog Hazan kicked the 
ball in from some 25 meters out, 
tying the score at 2-2. One of Beit 
She'an's players placed bis hands 
on his. head, as if to say “Oh, no!" 

Hazan was later quoted as say¬ 
ing he did not understand why no 
one jumped on him to congratu¬ 
late him for what was one of the 
sensational goals of the season. 

From that moment on Beit 
She’an’s defense went complete¬ 
ly lax, and Betar scored in the 
very last minute of the game. 

An investigation - complete 
with polygraph tests and video¬ 
tape - was launched immediately. 


BETAR JERUSALEM and 
Hapoel Tel Aviv are neck and 
neck in the battle for the charapi-. 
onship of. Israel's top soccer 
league. Hapoel Beit She’an was- 
fighting to. survive fpr another 
year in the league; struggling not 
to he one of die two teams at the 
bottom of the standings. Which 
are relegated at seasons’ end to 
the dreaded Second Division. 

Betar had to win the game to 
stay atop die' league. And..Beit 
She*ah_ i - as4be game-enteifStfW' 
last 10 rairmtes arid tfieresulis 
from two other games came in - 
realized that it .-could afford to 
lose the game and still remain in 
the premier league. 

And that is exactly what hap¬ 
pened - Beit She'an Josh But 
they lost in a way that aroused 
allegations that they didn't really 
lose, but voluntarily threw the 
game to help Betar win the cham¬ 
pionship. 

“Shame” screamed the headline 
in Yedioi Aharonot's sports sec¬ 
tion in huge yellow letters. 

“Betar on their way to die title 
with a lot of help from friends,” 
read Ha’aret ?s headline. . 

• Tomorrow is the season’s final 
match. If Betar and Hapoel Tel 
Aviv both win, Betar is the cham¬ 
pion. The opposite would have 
been true had Betar lost last 
weekend. 

Allegations of a match fix 
came not only from sportswriiers 
but from spectators, Hapoel man-' 
agement, Hapoel fans, and- ulti¬ 
mately - politicians. 

One thing that raised suspicions 
was that the match began eight 
minutes later than scheduled; 
many thought the delay was 


BUT WHY would Beit She’an 
lose on purpose? Because of 
political, ethnic, and social affili¬ 
ation, say some experts. 

Betar symbolizes the Likud. It 
symbolizes the Sephardim, the 
underdogs, the have-nots strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet Hapoel 
Tel Aviv symbolizes Labor. It has 
come to represent Ashkenazim, 
the establishment, yuppie Tel 
Avivians with money to bum. 

It doesn't matter that Hapoel is 
comprised of players with classic 
Sephardi names like Elimelech, 

. Azoulai, TUcva and Sheetrit, said 
sociologist 02 Almog, who 
recently wrote a book entitled 
The Sabras - a Profile. 

“Symbolically, Hapoel Tel 
Aviv is still thought of as social¬ 
ist and Ashkenazi, even if its fans 
are from all levels of society. In 
the eyes.of its opponents, it is 
still die Labor, Histadriit estab¬ 
lishment" 

. It dOesnUhur* that the owner of-. 
Hapj|el1sMoshe ’Ifeomim.a well-, 
known advertising mogul who 
served as Shimon Peres’s cam¬ 
paign adviser in the last elections. 

“Sometimes you need a trigger 
to bring primordial feelings to' 
the surface - even among enlight¬ 
ened people," said Almog, who 
teaches at the Jezreei Valley 
College. 

“What defines enlightened? 
Not that a person is not preju¬ 
diced, but that he is able to subli¬ 
mate this prejudice, suppress it. 
But once you have a trigger, it is 
released.” 

The feelings that the game 
released among Hapoel support¬ 
ers, Almog said, are feelings that 
the Right is simply stealing the 
country from under their noses. 

An indication of this came from 
the Knesset’s Education 
Committee, which dedicated a 
session to the controversy. 

MK’s Haim Ramon (Labor) and. 
Yossi Sarid (Meretz) said Beit 
She'an gave up because they 
Were afraid of what would hap¬ 
pen to them, and to their families, 
had they won. 

. Their clear message was that 
the intimidation by the Betar fans

in the stadium helped Betar win. 
The hidden message - judging at 
least from reactions inride the 
committee - was that the same 
modus operandt - intimidation - 
is the hallmark of the Likud and 
Binyamin Netanyahu. 

Ruby Rivlin, carrying the ball 
for Betar in the Knesset, said to 
Sarid and Merom “Betar 
Jerusalem are chaaipions r Bibi r , 
Netanyahu is" prime-tiahisfler. Get 
that through your beads.” 

According to Almog, “Israeli 
yuppies and leftists, when they 
look at the game, don’t feel ani- 
jnosity and resentment only 
toward Beit She’an, but to all the 
Likud. The whole controversy 
has tapped into suppressed preju¬ 
dices of the Left against the 
Right. 

"[Sports commentator] Ary eh 
Maliniak wrote an editorial [in 
Yedioi Aharonot] that reflects 
what many people feel. The gist 
of his article was, 'Those bas¬ 
tards, they stole the election, now 
they are stealing our champi¬ 
onship.’" 


brouhaha is a result of Moshe

IF MALINIAK'S editorial - run 
on the paper’s op-ed page, not in 
the sports section - encapsulated 
the thinking of Hapoel Tel Aviv 
supporters, Eli Ohana, the leg¬ 
endary former Betar star, wrote in 
the same paper that all the 


press. 

“What do the bleeding hearts 
want?" Ohana wrote. “Yes. we 
don't have the press [on our side] 
and we don’t have a chairman of 
an advertising agency. But we 
have falafel and Betar Jerusalem.” 

Ohana's reaction, said Almog, 
is symptomatic of society’s .ten¬ 
sion^ • . .. • . 

_“His reaction is that the Left, 
and the press, is out to get them. 
The irony is that Betar probably 
has more fans in the press than 
any other club. 

“But this is what often happens 
in the Likud. The minute some¬ 
one criticizes them, it is the sys¬ 
tem that becomes the opponent, 
die system that is out to get 
them.” 

This instinct. Almog argues, is 
the result of a deep-seated inferi¬ 
ority complex, one that does not 
dissipate with success. 

“Betar Jerusalem is an empire," 
Almog said, “It is not challenging 
for the championship for the first 
time. It is the league’s flagship 
team.” 

Yet their fans still view the 
team - and by extension them¬ 
selves - as the underdog, said 
Almog. 

"Through soccer." he said, 
“You can see the phenomenon of 


family, and extended family. Beit 
She'an and Betar belong to the 
same extended family - ethnical¬ 
ly speaking. You can't humiliate 
your family. 

“In this society ties are not 
drawn geographically. There are 
the social ties, the ties between 
towns in the periphery, ethnic 
allegiance. These ties make 
Jerusalem closer to Dimona, Beit 
She'an and Kiryat Shmona than 
to Mevasseret Zion.” 

Almog said all this explains 
why the Belt She’an players 
could conceivably have let Betar 
win. 

“I don't think the game was 
fixed in the sense that players 
were bought off. it was more like 
being bought off emotionally. 
They realized they didn't have to 
win the game; they saw Betar fans 
on the verge of pouring onto the 
field and lynching them, and they 
have a basic instinct of solidarity 
with Betar. They would not want 
to kill the chances of a champi¬ 
onship for their extended family.” 


THE WAY Beit She’an played, 
Almog explained further, says a 
great deal about development 
towns, and how they see them¬ 
selves in tite country's firmament. 

The team, which moved up to 
the National League in 1994. has 
become the country's sentimental 


favorite, not because they have 
ever seriously challenged for the 
league tide, but because of the 
very fact that they are in the big 
leagues, playing" mythic teams 
like Betar Jerusalem and 
Maccabi Haifa, not “rinky-dink" 
clubs from Kiryat Shmona or 
Acre. 

“The Beit She'an team repre¬ 
sents the periphery.'’ Almog said. 
“Note what they are happy about, 
what the horizon of their success 
is. It’s just to stay in the league, 
not to win the championship. The 
team is considered a success, but 
only when judged by the yard¬ 
stick of the periphery. 

“If your main goal is to survive, 
you will never be a real success. 
Why? Because the first rule of 
success is expectation. They 
don’t expect ever to win the 
championship, so they make do 
with staying in the league, and 
don’t try extra hard.” 

Amir Ben-Porai, a Ben-Gurion 
University sociologist who has 
studied the place of soccer in 
society, said the main thing the 
match shows about the country is 
that politics remains ubiquitous. 

"The game shows that we have 
not been able to free ourselves 
from politics, even though Israeli 
soccer is undergoing a revolution, 
with economics, not politics, 
becoming more and more impor¬ 


tant But this match shows that 
the political link to sports is still 
very strong." 

The involvement of the Knesset 
in the debate - indeed the pas¬ 
sions it aroused among MKs sup¬ 
porting the different sides - shows 
that politicians realize sport can 
be used for their benefit. 

“Soccer is important," Ben- 
Porat said. “It gets you into the 
headlines, you develop a name as- 
defending something a lot of peo¬ 
ple find important. Remember 
that we are in the era of primaries, 
and district primaries. It won’t 
hurt Rivlin in Jerusalem that he 
defended Betar. or Ramon in Tel 
Aviv that he backed Hapoel." 
Betar fans were gratified yester¬ 
day by the finding of the official 
investigating committee that there 
was no criminal wrongdoing by 
Hapoel Beit She'an. 

To Jerusalemite Ofer Shem- 
Tov, standing behind a mound of 
paprika in his spice store in 
Mahaneh Yehuda, all the learned 
analysis of the sociologists was 
just so much gobbledygook. 

His explanation was much sim¬ 
pler. 

"Look," he said, "once Beit 
She’an saw they didn't need to 
win the game, they just relaxed. 
What do you think - if I had a 
million dollars, would 1 be slog¬ 
ging here as hard as I am now?" 
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Time to play ball with Europe Dry Bones 


What does the advent of the 
European Monetary Union mean 
to the Israeli in the street or office? 
Thomas O’Dwyer finds out 


A visitor from another planet 
could be forgiven few think¬ 
ing the United Slates must 
be our next-door neighbor and that 
Europe must be far. far away 
across the Atlantic, a place of 
which we know little and care 
less. 

Last week, three historic eco¬ 
nomic events took place that will 
change such delusions for ever. 
FirsC the government unveiled its 
liberalization of foreign currency 
dealings - albeit in a watered- 
down version. 

Second, the Deutsche Morgan 
Grenfell bank issued the first ever 
shekel-linked bonds on the 
European market, and was fol¬ 
lowed minutes later by a Merrill 
Lynch issue of Euro-shekel-bonds. 

The third measure, of huge 
international importance, was the 
European Union'-s decision that 
the monetary union is going right 
ahead for II states, including 
France, Germany and Italy, as of 
January next. 

Israel's financial liberalization 
was announced for the 50th 
anniversary, the European deci¬ 
sion came at the weekend. Were 
the two events mere coincidence? 


Some Israel commentators said 
yes, how could Israelis plan so far 
ahead - but that is to take well- 
deserved credit away from the 
Bank of Israel. 

"The central bank certainly was 
not surprised by the European deci¬ 
sion," Dr Oh ad Bar-Efrat, advisor 
to the central bank governor Jacob 
Frenkel, told The Jerusalem Post. 
“It has been getting ready for the 
euro in several ways — including 
the EuroshekeL. We are examining 
investments and foreign exchange 
reserves in various markets and 
currencies, we are revising our 
thinking to face die many ^chal¬ 
lenges of the euro. The balance of 
payments has been brought under 
control, the foreign exchange liber¬ 
alization has been announced." 

Pinbas Landau, one of Israel’s 
top economic analysts and the 
general manager of Eurostrategies 
Ltd., which provides consulting 
on the European monetary union 
says, “Bank governor Jacob 
Frenkel has foresight. He decided 
on the liberalization measures last 
year, just before the European 
summiL" 

So what exactly does the coming 
of the European monetary union 



mean - and what does it mean to 
the Israeli in the street or office? 

The idea of uniting all die cur¬ 
rencies of the European Union 
states into a angle currency was 
fixed by the 1991 Treaty of 
Maastricht and given a date - 
1999. A year later, growing oppo¬ 
sition in some states triggered a 
wave of currency speculation and 
forced Britain and Italy our of the 
exchange rate mechanism - the 
trading bands that were supposed 
to converge towards a common 
currency rate. 

Israel for years totally ignored 
the coming of the European mon¬ 
etary union - but then so did 
everyone else, including the US 
and even most European business¬ 
es. Only last year did the truth 
begin to dawn - this European 


Union, which US Sen. Jesse 
Helms said "couldn't organize its 
way out of a wet paper teg,” real¬ 
ly does have an act together - 
there is going to be a real coin 
called the euro. 

In 2002, euro notes go into 
European pockets and all former 
traditional currencies will disap¬ 
pear. The four outside the euro 
zone, Britain, Denmark, Sweden 
and Greece, are expected to join 
by then. 

"The European monetary union 
will intensify the trend towards 
globalization." Bar-Efrat said. "It 
will increase competitiveness. 
Israel has to become part of this 
process - for a small open econo¬ 
my, no other strategy is possible." 

Central bank advisor Bar-Efrat 
commented that "Business acts

High Court rules: 

Cut Herzliya

The High Court of Justice yester¬ 
day ordered the Herzliya City 
Council to “substantially reduce" the 
amount of money h had approved to 
pay the lawyers hired by Mayor Eli 
Landau to represent him in a fraud 
trial several years ago. 

Landau, who was acquitted of 
the charges after the court gave 
him the benefit of the doubt asked 
the council to pay tbe two law 
firms be had hired a total of NIS 
1,487,770 to cover their fees. 

The sum is the highest ever paid 
a public official to cover his legal 
defense. It is five times higher 
than the sum paid former Haifa 
mayor Ary eh Gurei and 20 times 
higher than the sum prescribed in 
Interior Ministry regulations. 

The council approved the pay¬ 
ment of the entire legal fee a total 
of six times, including once after 
the Interior Ministry informed the 
council that they had awarded the 
payment without receiving 
enough information, and a second 
time after the attorney-general told 
the council members that the sum 
of money awarded should be sub¬ 
stantially lower than the sum 
Landau had asked for. 

The attorney-general gave three 
reasons for his opinion: 

• The court exonerated Landau 
nor because h was certain he was 
innocent but because it had doubts 
about his guilt 

- The sum of money Landau 
asked for was out of all proportion 
to past precedents 

• Since Landau had paid only 
NIS 280,000 (less than 20 percent 
of the total fee) before the verdict 
was issued, it is possible that his 
lawyers set a high fee once they 
were sure it would be paid covered 
by public funds. • 

Despite the attorney-general’s 
opinion, the local council voted 
for the sixth time to pay the entire 
fee. The attorney-general then 
asked Interior Minister Eli Suissa 
to intervene, and he knocked the 
sum down by NIS 150,000. 

Earlier in the proceedings. Yael 
German, a member of the city coun¬ 
cil. petitioned die High Court against 
die council's decisions. In response 
to her petition, and after giving the 
authorities time to worit things out 
at their own, the court ruled yester¬ 
day dial the council had not taken 
into account all the factors related to 
the case, including the three points 
emphasized by the attorney-general. 


here later than in Europe. 
Companies have many issues to 
tackle, computer programs for 
example." 

He said the global trend is for 
large trade blocs - North and 
Sou* America, Asia-Pacific Rim 
and, the most successful and far 
reaching of them all, tbe European 
Union. “Israel is closer to Europe 
and naturally belongs in die 
European bloc," Bar-Efrat said. 
All those nations are diverse in 
culture, languages, economies - 
Israel fits right in." 

So what will change? 

“For tbe man in tbe street, the 
euro won’t mean much, stud 
Landau. “The euro will make life 
simpler when you’re on vacation, 
investment portfolios will change 
at the expense of do liar-based 
assets - some rejigging is needed 
there. Israelis invest mostly in 
Israel. In future, they win have to 
diversify.” 

For the next economic level - 
small businesses, entrepreneurs, 
domestic traders - analysts see tit¬ 
tle direct effect from Europe 
either. But at the national level - 
banking, importing and exporting, 
high finance - the changes, and 
the shocks for the unprepared, are 
going to be revolutionary. It is 
from (he top down that the arrival 
of superpower Europe on our 
doorstep is going to filter down to 
every home in the country, accord¬ 
ing to Landau. 

“Israel really must wake up to 
Europe. Take the exchange rate 
basket - from now on it's effec¬ 
tively going to be 60 percent dol¬ 
lar and 40 percent euro. The polit¬ 
ical ramifications of economic 
unity in Europe are going to be 
profound. Israel is going to be 
forced to face up to its political 
and military links with the US. 
The euro will impact every busi¬ 
ness depending on imports or 
exports," said Landau. “It will 
impact on financial markets and 
businesses by increasing competi¬ 
tion to uni magi tied levels. 

‘The government is woefully 
remiss here," added Landau. 
’Take tourism - tourism will be 
crucified. It laces a very serious 
threat, but it is lost in its current 
woes and not getting prepared, hi 
Europe a massive upheaval, is tak¬ 
ing place, with the merging of 
giant wholesalers to get ready for 
euro pricing. If you’re not on their 
tourist brochures, you are going (j> 
be . dead. And-our Ministry of 
Tourism is doing nothing." 

But are Europeans aware of 
Israel and its euxo-linked liberal¬ 
ization? 

“Definitely, yes," said Bar-Efrat,, 
“and down to the individual leveL 
Big banks have approached 
investors and businesses with sug¬ 
gestion for diversifying their port¬ 
folios." But he added that “Many 
business people have been taken 
unawares. Five to seven years ago 
virtually no one believed the econ¬ 
omy would be affected by this 
EMU (European monetary union), 
or that it would even happen." 

Liberalization exposes Israel to 
financial markets of Europe and 
the world that now are very differ¬ 
ent, and that are still changing 
rapidly, be explained. “New roads 
are opening up, including the 
Internet.” 

Now for the first time, Israelis 
can deal with foreign financial 
institutions directly, without 
Israeli intermediaries, and that 
means new and fierce competition 
for stuffy Israeli institutions. 
“Domestic banks are going to 
have to make changes," said Ben- 
Efrat. 

In an article in Globes newspa¬ 
per this week, Landau put the 
point more forcefully, saying that 
if the shekel becomes an accepted 
hard currency, the Eurobond mar¬ 
ket could become a key instrument 
in raising finance for Israeli firms. 
Good news for Israeli business, 
“bad news for Israeli banking in 
its present structure," wrote 
Landau. 

“No wonder the bankers oppose 
convertibility and are trying to 
stifle the development of shekel 
markets in Europe, as they have 
so successfully done in Israel for 
many years. The banks, however, 
see all progress and all exposure 
as increasing the threat to their 
status. They thus face a clear-cut 
and inescapable choice: either 
change and adapt to what is good 
for toe economy and good for 
their business and private cus¬ 
tomers, or persist in their outdat¬ 
ed format, and atrophy, swiftly 
and surely." 

As well as tourism and banking, 
Landau told the Post, die Justice 
Ministry, too has been remiss in 
preparing for the euro. 

“There are many legal aspects to 
be sorted out. If your contract is 
delineated in Deutschemarks or 
francs, does it remain legal or 
become void when these curren¬ 
cies vanish? Lawyers will love it" 
All that is needed, said Landau, is 

g iroary legislation. “You need a 
w that states old currency equals 
new euro {at die official exchange 
rate). That’s it, but the government 
is unprepared again. 

“Computers are a very big deal. 
Israeli businessmen say it’s simple

Beit She’an, Betar 
cleared of match-fixing

Hornets sting Bulls, 
Lakers breeze past Sonics 


The findings of an interim report 
into alleged match-fixing in 
Saturday's match between Hapoel 
Beit Sbe'an and Betar Jerusalem 
have failed to reveal any criminal 
activity by players and club officials, 
the Israel Football Association (TFA) 
said yesterday. 

Allegations into possible match-fix¬ 
ing surfaced in the media following 
last Saturday's National League 
match which Betar won 3-2 in injury 
time. 

"The results of the report have 
brought me to the conclusion that 
there is no room to turn the matter 
over to the police for a criminal 
investigation." said Moshe Avivi, the 
IFA's legal adviser. 

In quoting from the report, Avivi 
said: "There is no proof of organized 
unsporting conduct by Hapoel Beit 
She'an which could lead to discipli¬ 
nary proceedings against the club. 

■There is also no cause to take 
action against Betar Jerusalem...” 

At the same time as the findings 


were revealed. Moshe Dadash, the 
chairman of Betar, who resigned on 
Tuesday citing death threats on him 
and his family by fans from rival 
club Hapoel Tel Aviv, rescinded his 
resignation. 

"Following the plea of (Jerusalem 
Mayor Ehud) Olraert and the great 
support I have received from Be car’s 
fans, I have decided to return as 
chairman.-," Dadash said in 
Jerusalem yesterday. 

With the score at 2-2 and 20 min¬ 
utes of Saturday's match remaining, 
Beit She'an, who at the kickoff were 
fighting to avoid relegation, knew 
they were safe from the drop 
because Hapoel Beersheba and Bnei 
Yehuda had both lost. 

This caused a sudden, dramatic 
drop in the Beit Sbe'an players’ 
commitment in the match, as Betar 
laid siege on their goal, culminating 
in a winner in injury-tune which has 
seen the Jerusalem club maintain die 
initiative going into the last round of 
league marches on Saturday. 

Betar lead Hapoel Tel Aviv by a 
point in the standings and a .frm in 


their home fixture against Maccabi 
Pfetah Tikva tomorrow will earn them 
a second consecutive league title. 

Hapoel Tel Aviv chairman Moshe 
Teomim voiced his disappointment 
at the outcome of the report saying: 
“Even if the thief gets away, it does¬ 
n't mean a robbery was not commit¬ 
ted, everybody saw what happened 
in the match (which was shown live 
on TV)." 

In all. six Beit She'an players and 
three officials were called for ques¬ 
tioning by the private firm which 
carried oat the investigation on 
behalf of the IFA. Some of them 
underwent lie-detector tests. 

Beit She'an club chairman 
Avraham Yitzhak said yesterday that 
it was all a storm in a teacup. "A 
week of frustration in Beil She'an 
has come to nought. Moshe Teomim 
is still looking for the thief but there 
was no basis to any allegations 
against us.” he said. 

Yitzhak also said that Teomim, a 
senior figure in the local advertising 
business had the media on his side in 
the “smear campaign” aaarnst his

Promoted Newcastle, favorites to take toe title, boast a percentage rise 
of 72.1 with Gloucester (52.8), Richmond (44.7) and Harlequins (37-5) 
also recording huge improvements. 

The only clubs to see a drop this season are bottom side Bristol (-1.7) 
and last year’s champions Wasps, whose disappointing showing this 
time has led to a 7.8 percent decline. 

The figures are all the more remarkable given toe six-week shutdown 
of domestic club rugbv in October and November to allow for the play¬ 
ing of toe European Cup.
